DEFALCATIONS OF RAILROAD OF- 

FICIALS. 

Special Disnaich to The Tribune, ioe 
dr. Lovis, June 1.—The officers of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad have for the past few days 
been busily engaged in looking over the books 
lately used by C. L. White, Auditor, and G. H. 
Heiford, General Passenger-Agent, Who were 
compelied to resign on the 27th 
of May. The investigation of one 
particular department—that relating to the 
transactions in 1,000-mile tickets, which was 
concluded fthis afternoon—shows a deficit of 
about $7,000. The tickets were sold at $25 
each,—85 below the usual price. One 


‘of the officers engaged in the investigation 


stated to-night that false entries had been 
found upon the books of C. IL. White, wherein 
large amounts were charged to the railroad, and 
corresponding figures were credited to Hefford, 
in order to keep the. balances straight. 
Notwithstanding these entries, Hefford is still 
short a large amount. The same gentle- 
man engaged in the investigation charges White 
with receiving $3,600 from the agent of the 
Company at Kansas City which oe failed to 
report. The amount was received for switch- 
engine hire. The Kansas City man acted simply 
in accordance with White’s orders, aud could 
not be considered in 7.7 4. nsible for 
the matter, White being above him 2 authority. 

The iuvestigation will be continued on Mon- 
day, when the investigators expect to und fur- 
ther defalcations. It seems that the two men 
were each aware of the other’s transactions, and 
did all in their power to protect each other. 
Both are out of the city at present 
but it is intimated that they would be arrested 
in a few das and brought here under charges 
of embezzlement. 

Both men are old and trusted employes of 
the Raiiroad Company. Their fraudulent trans- 
actious are supposed to have begun abont eight 
months ago, Manyof the books apd papers 
have beeu destroyed, so that the investigation 
is carried un with great difficulty.

VOSBURGH. 


The Jury. After Three Hours’ Absence, 
Brings ina Verdict of Not Guilty "’—~The 
Trial Ends with a Lively Tilt Between 
Counsel. 

New Yorx, June 1.—The trial of the Rev. 
George B. Vosburgh, pastor of the Madison 
Avenue Baptist Church. Jersey City, was 
brought to a cicse to-night bv a verdict of 
acquittal. This case has excited great interest, 
and the verdict aftords with the general 
sentiment here, though many expected 
the jury would disagree. This morning 
Attorney-General Stockton closed for the State, 
and had a lively tilt with ex-Goy. Bedle, a life- 
long friend. “The defense,” said the Attor- 
ney-General, “is not Bincere,—it isa trumped-up 
defense.”” A trumped-up defense,“ inter- 
rupted ex-Gov. Beedle. Who trumped it up!“ 
The Attorney-General hesitated a moment as, 
bending over the table toward the ex-Governor, 
he exclaimed: “‘ You did, sir.“ Do you mean 
that?” ‘Yes, sir, I mean it.” “I have 
nothing more to say,“ returned the ex-Governor 
as he sank into his seat. I want the jury to 
understand that.“ The little episode created 
intense fexcitement, but it was succeeded by a 
more dramatic renewal of the controversy at 
the close of the Attorney-General’s speech, 
when Gov. Bedle said, “One moment: I 
desire to ask the Attorney-General 
whether, in stating that the defense in 
this case was a fumped-up defense, he 
intended to reflect upon the personal integrity 
of the counsel for the defense, or whether he 
said what he did in the beat of debate or 
passion!?’”’ The Attorney-General, rising siow- 
ly, drew bimseif to his full height and said, 
with impressive digulty. What the Attorney- 
General has said in this case has been said un- 
der a solemn sense of duty, in the presence of 
high Heaven, and he has not a single word to 
retract.“ Gov. Bedle said that did not answer 
his question, and resumed his seat, while loud 
applause broke out from all parts of the cotrt- 


room. Judge Knapp tried to smooth over the 


matter, but the breach 1s serious. The Judge 
charged the jury an hour, and t 3 p. m. they 
retired. 

The jurors agreed on a verdict at 6:30, and 
sent word to the Clerk, who had gone to sup- 

r. A number of the spectators had remained 
nthe court-room, but the counsel were ab- 
sent, and Mr. Vosburgh had started out. The 
report of an agreement speedily filed the room, 
however, and there was much excitement. As 
the jury entered their faces toid good news, 
and the prisoner was at once relieved. When 
the verdict was announced a hearty cheer went 
up from the crowd of auditors. Gov. Bedle 
went among the jury at once ana thanked them. 
„ You will never regret th utlemen, he 
said, fervently. Miss Ida Vosburgh, sister 
ased, kissed him, while her eves 
moistened. Ihe elder Mrs. Vosburgh stood 
near with streaming eres. Mr. Vosburga was 
congratulated en every hand; and at his house, 
later in the eveuing. his parishioners flocked to 
tender him their congratulations. The jurors 
stood nine for acquittal and three for conviction 
when they rst retired. We first talked the 
thing over among ourselves, they said, ana 
soon the three came over to the verdict of ac- 
quittai.”’

ANOTHER TORNADO. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 1.— A special from Rich- 
mond, Mo., to the Times says a terrific cyclone 
passed over that place about 4 o’clock this even- 
ing, leveling to the ground over half ot the 
buildings in the town. Over 100 houses 
were totally destroyed, and the loss 
to property will reach a quarter of 6 
million of dollars. Whole blocks were com- 
pletely swept away and the debris scattcred 
for miles. The storm came from the southwest, 
passed to the northeast, and was preceded bya 
heavy fall of rain. Trees were uprooted and 
carried through the air like fcaihers, as was also 
fragments of houses, and in fact every- 
thing that the storm struck. Tne Shaw House, 
alarge brick hotel, was demolished, and the in- 
mates buried in the ruins.

THE GHOULS. 


Additional Particulars of the Grave-Rob- 


bery at Cincinnati. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

CWC X NAT, O., June 1.—The Harrison grave- 
robbery is still the prevailing topic of conversa- 
tion. Gen. Ben Harrison remains in the city 
directing the search for the perpetrators of the 
crime. He and other members of the family 
are earnest in the denunciation of the medical 
authorities, who, they say, must have known of 
the existence of the body in the college. 

Gen. Harrison this evening publishes a card 
addressed to the citizensof Cincinnati, ip which, 
after referring to the circumstances of the 
peculiar horror attedning the discovery of the 
body, he charges distinguished men who com- 
pose the Faculty of the Ohio College with shield- 
ing the guilty party from justice. The bodies 
brought to the college, he says, are purchased 
aud paid for by an officer of the college. The 
bod y-snatcher stands before him and takes from 
his hand the fee for his hellish work. 
He is not an occasional visitant; he is often 
there, and it is silly to say that he is unknown. 
After being tumbled into the chute by the 
thief, some one inside promptly elevates the 
body bya windlass to the dissecting-room. 
Who did it, gentlemen of the Faculty?” asks 
Gen. Harrison. Your janitor denied that it had 
been upon your tables, but the clear incision into 
the carotid artery, the thread with which it was 
ligatured, the injected veins, prove him a liar 
who made that ijucision and injected that body. 
Gentlemen of the Faculty, the surgeons who 
examined his work say he was no bungler. 
While he lay upon your table, the long white 
beard, which the hands of infant grandchil- 
dren had often stroked in love, was rudel 
shorn from his face. Have you so little care 
your coliege that an unseen aud unknown man 
may do all this? Who took him from that table 
and hung him by the neck in the pit? Was it to 
hide from friends or to pass his body in your 
pickling-vats for fall use? For a reliable in- 
formant states that an order had gone out to 
guther bodies against your winter term.”’ 

The members of the family say they will 
never cease their efforts untii the persons guilty 
of the crime have been exposed and punished. 
Dr. Bartholow, Dean of Faculty, has published 
a card, iu which he disclaims in behalf of the 
Professors all knowledge of the deed, or of the 
identity of the body stolen. 
tion, he says, is, probably, that some requrrec- 
tionist unknown to the doctors, who was prob- 
ably out of funds, took that means to replenish 
his exchequer. 

lt was tue original intention of the sons to 
return the remains of their father to the tomb 
from which they were taken, but upon reflection 
they decided to accept the offer made by the 
heirs of Jacob Strader and deposit them tempo- 
rarily in a vault in Spring Grove Cemetery, in 
this city.

POSTAGE STAMPS. 


A Visit to the Manufactory in New Tork 
Wonderful Dexterity of the Employes— 
The Great Care Exercised to Prevent Fraud 
Immense Amount of Work Done. 

New York Vorrespondence Hartford Times. 

A visit to the establishmentin which the 
postage stamps for the United States are made 
was very interesting. It is in the seven-story 
fire-proof building on Prince street and Broad- 
way, formerly occupied by Ball, Black & Co., 
the jewelers. There are about eighty persons 
at work making the stamps we put on our let- 
ters—and it is doubtful if there is to be found 
anywhere a busier set of workers, or any who 
make things fly at a livelier rate. It is, trom 
top to bottom, a very hive of industry, where 
work is pushed as if for dear life. More than 
half of these eighty are young women; the rest 
men. I say young women, for there appear 
to be no old or middle-aged anes among them; 
and thereby hangs a tale.” Iwas assured 
that forthe manifold forms and processes of 
mavipulation, through which these sheets of 
postage stamps must go, he has found that not 
only do men fail to come to time, in the neces- 
sary delicacy of touch and rapidity of work, but 
even the women employed must be young and 
smart. Not even a gross or fat woman will do 
and scores of applicants have to be refused 
for that reason; they are too coarse and clumsy 
for the marvelous dexterity and celerity of 
touch and movement required. After looking 
at these girls, and noting their swift and silent 
work, I could well believe it. 

The daily orders are, themselves, surprising. 
They come every day, from the Department at 
Washington, for 1,200 or 1,300 post-offices. As 
200 is the least allowable order, and most of 
them are much more, some notion may by these 
facts, be gained as tothe amount of work that 
is done in turning out these stamps. The lar- 
gest single order ever received was for 16,000,- 


000 of these pictured stickers. All orders are 2 
executed immediately.

LICENSED SCHOOLS FOR THIEVES. 
When Dickens presented the world with 
the picture of Facny and his school of young 
thieves, the sketch was considered as an ex- 
aggerated one of a very rare system. But 
there are in Chicago to-day, and have been 
for years, thirty or more establishments for 
the education of children as thieves, and for 
the encouragement and promotion of crime ; 
each of these schools graduating a large class 
annually, and each represented largely on the 
list of inmates of the various peniten- 
tiaries and prisons in the United States. 
These schools are the establishments known 
as junk and pawn shops. 

The present Grand Jury have prepared, to 
be presented to the City Council on Monday, 
an appeal setting forth the evils now exist- 
ing, and urging certain restrictive legislation, 
having the purpose to render such business 
less profitable. At present the two classes 
of business may be said to operate thus: 
1. The junk-shop is open at all hours, and 
may be found in any part of the city, It 
offers to buy anything that offered for 
sale, from the common glass bottlxor bundle 
of rags to the costly gas-chandelier, coil of 
lead-pipe, or a locomotivd boiler, if not the 
locomotive itself. There is nothing too 
bulky, nothing too ponderous or too minute, 
which the junk-shop will not bny. As the 
junk-shop ordinarily pays about five cents 
on the dollar of the value of the thing it 
buys, the profits of the business are great. 
It only requires a brisk business for a few 
years to enable the proprietor to give up. 
business, send his children to the University 
to be educated, and, while they are thus 
occupied, take his wife to Europe, be pre- 
sented at all the courts, purchase a title, 
come home and finish out the remainder of 


of a bank, or Managing Director of 
a theological seminary.

The second 
branch of the business is done in the pawn- 
shop. Here, professedly, everything is 
taken on pledge for loan; but the loan busi- 
ness is comparatively a light one, because in 
the multitude of cases the articles are never 
intended to be redeemed. The pawn-ticket 
is issued as a legal protection against buying 
stolen property. 

We may as well state here, to prevent any, 
mistake, that there are respectable persons 
in this city who carry on honestly the busi- 
ness of pawnbrokers and junk-dealers, and 
all of these persons will earnestly approve 
any measure to break up the criminal prac- 
tices of others. , 

The pawnbrokers’ shops are open at all 
times to lend money on valuables. The 
pawnbroker, if he understands his business, 
ean readily distinguish between a case of 
genuine pawning and a case of stolen prop- 
erty. In the latter case he names the sum 
he will advance; if it be refused, he can call 
the thief by name, or he can otherwise make 
known his ability to hand the party over to 
the police. In either case he gets the prop- 
erty at from 10 to 20 per cent of its value, 


and gets the property permanently, so far as 


the thief is coneerned. Thus, when a bell- 
boy in one of the hotels a few years ago 
stole diamonds to the value of $3,500, and 
& pawnbroker “loaned” him $15 on them,

It 16 true, the police may find such things at 
the pawnshop; but the pawnbroker gen- 
erally adds 200 per cent to the sum actually 
paid for the property, and the loser is er- 
pected to at least reward the honesty” of 
the dealer to protect him from any loss. In 
either case the pawnbroker is safe; he re- 
covers from the owner whatever he may rep- 
resent to have been paid to the thief, and, if 
the owner is hot forthcoming, he keeps the 
article, on which he has paid a nominal sum. 
So thoroughly is this business understood 
that burglars and thieves have a quasi agree- 
ment that they will steal and sell on a 15, 20, 
25, or 30 per cent basis; the shops agreeing 
to take what is brought them and pay at that 
rate. This basis is arranged, as railroad 
freights are, according to the kind of prop- 
erty,—diamonds and other 
stones, silverware, jewelry, watches, oil- 
paintings, and so on down to opera- 
glasses, carving-knives, revolvers, and 
other articles,—all classified according to 
the ease of secreting them and the readi- 
ness with which they may be converted or 
sold. With the boys and girls or the men 
and women just beginning to steal, how- 
ever, the dishonest pawnbroker drives 
@ more profitable trade. These he can 
terrify into taking whatever he may offer, 
and, under threat of having them arrested, 
may compel them to agree to bring him 
whatever else they may be able to get their 
hands on. ' 

The junk-shop is the favorite dealing-place 
for boys. The variety of things that may 
be sold there for cash is astrong appeal to 
them. Lead pipe and gas-fixtures, tools, 
cutlery, silver spoons, forks, knives, and 
household utensils, all find ready sale at the 
junk-shop, and the keeper who will give a boy 
50 cents for $10 worth of articles, by giving 
him an extra 10 cents because he likes him, 
will secure a customer who will eling to him 
so long as the one or the other keeps out of 
the Penitentiary. The Grand Jury thus de- 
scribe the proceedings in both these lines of 
dishonest trade: 

Idle, thriftless bova, having no proper restraint 
over them, and worthless characters of all ages 
and descriptions, infest every part of the city. The 
tools of the artisan and of the honest laborer, the 
raw material as well as the finished work of the 
manufacturer, the ex d goods of the merchant, 
the books and wearing appare! of professional 
men in their offices, garden implements, clothes 
upon the lines, harness in the barns, etc., around 
the private residences of our citizens,—ail and 
every species of portable property not under lock 
and key, or specially watched and guarded, is sub- 
ject continually to the depredations of this class 
of prowling, watchful, indefatigabie thieves, seiz- 
ing everything they can lay hands upon, aud 
bearing it away to the junk or pawnshop, or some 
other dealer in second-hand articles, where «a 
ready purchaser is found, too often without ques- 
tion or scrutiny, the mere pittance paid in most 


cases to the thief being the inducement to the 
dealer to take the risk of reclamation. 


After pointing out the inducements which 
these shops hold out to crime, because offer- 
ing immediate cash reward for each thing 
stolen, the Grand Jury suggest that the Oity 
Counsel revise the existing laws and regula- 
tions, and that hereafter some prevention 
may be provided. The law they ask will re- 


quire that 


All junk-shops, pawnbrokers, and dealers in 
second-hand articles of any description in the city, 
under penalty of fine or torteiture of license, or 
both, to deliver at the Central Police Station or 
Police Headquarters every morning at from 10 te 
12 o'clock a complete list of all the articles par- 
chased by them the day before fairly described and 
numbered; and require that all such articles shall 
not be sold, removed, or in any way disposed of by 
said dealers for three days after the filling of such 
list, that owners may thus have a chance of finding 
and reclaiming stolen goods when such have been 
purchased. Adopt a special and efficrent form of 
license tor all such cases. License none but per- 
sons of fair and honest reputation, and require 
them to give such bonds as will insure obedience to 
the law. 


It is to be hoped What th’ City Council v 


give attention to this appeal. The whole 
police force will affirm the truth of the mild 
representations of the Grand Jury, and every 
honest person engaged in the pawnbroking 
and junk-shop business will cordially unite 
in any measure to break up the schools of 
vice and hhrbors for thieves which have 
brought the business into such general dis- 


grace. g 
SWINDLING THE GOVERNMENT. 

The persons naturally implicated in the 
exposure of the Custom-House frauds, made 
by Assistant District-Attorney Tomson at 
the instance of Collector Surrn, have all put 
in their replies. The evidence of the fraud 
remains unchallenged. Sauve gui peut seems 
to have been the motto of all who were in 
any degree responsible for the rascalities and 
plunder that were committed. HNL, the 
Supervising Architect, says that the sys- 
tem is mainly to blame, but at the same 
time tries to unload on the Secretary of the 
Treasury the blame for approving all that 
has been done, and upon the local officials at 
Chieago the blame for not reporting the ex- 
céssive- cost and waste of time. Muxrzzn, 
the contractor, follows a good deal the same 
line of argument, and seeks a justification in 
alleging that there was no more waste under 
his contracts than under similar contracts 
elsewhere in which the 15 per cent commis- 
sion swindle was tolerated. Both weaken their 
cases materially by abusing Messrs. Surrn and 
Tomson because these gentlemen did their 
duty faithfully and conscientiously in run- 
ning down the frauds and reporting them. 
Bond says that he was mainly employed 
in the building itself, and that he was only 
able to give the stone-cutting occasional and 
cursory attention, but sent a full report of 
all operations every month. Prvussrna's 
plea is, in effect, that every time he made 
an effort to check the excessive cost, he 
met with a rebuff, and that finally he resign- 
ed because he would no longer be responsi- 
ble, even in appearance, for the extraor- 
dinary time being spent on the upper 
stories. Virtually all these people, 
including Muruier, admit that the Gov- 
ernment was robbed, as a matter of 
course, but individually hold them- 
selves innocent, and seek to shift the re- 
sponsibility on other shoniders. As they 
claim that the investigation so far has been 
ex-parte, they cannot consistently object 
to bringing the whole matter before the 
United States Grand Jury as a means for 
a judicial investigation and a fair 
trial by jury of all the men charged with 
responsibility in the matter. This is what 
Secretary Suznmawn should direct; it is what 
the District-Attorney here should proceed to 
do unless actually prevented by his superiors 
at Washington. 

Messrs. Suira and Tuomsonw have made 
out a very clear case of public robbery in 
the construction of this Chicago Custom- 
House. It is now in au uncompleted condi- 
tion after more than six years of work, 
though it might have been finished two years 
ago. It is constructed of a cheap and 
nasty ” Cincintiati stone, which the Cincin- 
nati people wouldn’t take for their own Cus- 
tom-House; solid granite from New England 
was imported to build the Cincinnati Govern- 
ment buildings, and at a less cost, we beheve, 
than the rotten Cincinnati stone which has 
been used here. If the truth were known, 
it is not unlikely that a million of dollars 
have been squandered or stolen in this job; 
such an impression has obtained in Chicago 
for some time. The investigations made 


precious 


It is estimated that on this item alone there 
was a waste of 100,000 days of labor paid for 
by the ‘Government, which represents a loss 
of several hundred thousand dollars, of which 
the contractor received $45,000. There was 
a palpable swindle in the contract for haul- 
ing ‘the stone, since the original contract 


required the delivery of the stone at the 


building. This new contract (for which Su- 
pervising-Architect Hinz cannot evade the 
responsibility, since he made it) involved 
the Government in an extra cost of nearly 
$40,000. There is evidence of fraud in the 
stone-sawing contracts, and in the manipu- 
lations of the dimension stone. These are 
the surface frauds ; how many others have 
not yet been unearthed, but may be ina 
judicial investigation, cannot be told. 

It. is not very astonishing that Morin 
should fight for his contracts, as there is still 
a good deal of work to be done, and still a 


good deal of money to be gobbled in the same 


way. It is great folly, however, for him to 
suggest that several hundred workmen 
should be indicted if the allegations of Mr. 
Tuomson’s report are true. Nobody is dis- 


posed to hold the stone-cutters to account. 


Like master like man. When workmen un- 
derstand that their employer greatly prefers 
them to idle away their time, human nature, 
self-interest, and the personal release from 
responsibility under timekeepers and super- 
intendents render shiftlessness and ‘‘ soger- 
ing” unavoidable. It is equally foolish to 
attempt to smirch Mr. Smits, who insti- 
gated the investigation, on the ground that 
he (Surrn) was ex-officio disbursing officer 
and paid the vouchers. It took Mr. Surrn 
only ninety days after assuming his office to 
satisfy himself that there were frauds; 
once convinced of the fact, he set 
the investigation on foot with the 
results noted. Mr. Mumia need not 
be apprehensive that Collector Smita will 
pay any more vouchers until he shall be con- 
vinced that there has been a reform. It is 
not so natural that Supervising-Architect 
Hr should rush to the defense of MuELLeR 
and his swindling profits, except on the theo- 
ry that he has some personal interest to 
serve. It is not enough for HNL to set up 
that the contract for 15 per cent commissions 
was made before his time, because he him- 
self claims that he secured the forfeiture of 
similar contracts in other cities, and fails to 
explam why he did not do so in the case of 
the Chicago Custom-House. The contract 
here could have been set aside at any time, 
because it was not let according to law. 
HII. has been Supervising Architect for two 
years, and in that time has become responsi- 
ble not merely for what he has done 
himself, but for what he has failed 
to do in correcting the robberies and abuses 
of his predecessors. The local officers and 
timekeepers also claim that their reports 
were so made that HH ought to have known 
of the waste and excessive payments. The 
simple fact is that the Government has been 
plundered, but nobody feels any degree of 
guilt, simply because the victim was the Gov- 
ernment, We can only hope that another 
vigorous effort will be made to efface this 
very common moral fallacy by a different 
construction in the Courts. 
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PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETIC 


EXERCISE. 

The early Jewish writers taught men to 
despise the body. Contact with many ex- 
ternal things was said to produce unclean- 
ness. The body was supposed to be vexed 
by unclean spirits, and its purification at 
stated intervals was enjoined by the law. 
The idea of baseness and corruption which 
thus attached to conditions of the body after- 
wards passed to the thing itself. A similar 
idea was transferred to the Christian dis- 
pénsation, The mortification of the body 
was preached by St. Paul. If ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body,” 
he wrote to the Romans, ve shall live.” 
So St. Jom spoke of the lust of the 
flesh, the lust of the eyes, and 
the pride of life” as things which 
were not of the Father but of the 
world.” There is nothing in the Old or the 
New Testament which, rightly interpreted, 
justifies neglect of the body; but the warn- 
ings and injunctions intended to prevent 
the abuse of the body have had precisely 
the opposite effect. Thus the Jews in all 
ages have considered physical education of 
small account. The average small stature 
and bodily inferiority of the race is to be at- 
tributed to this circumstance more than any 
other. The early Christians also misinter- 
preted the Bible. Hence arose the austeri- 
ties and penances of the first Christian cen - 
turies and the middle ages. St. Simon 
Srrrrrrs glorified Gop by living on a pillar 
for thirty years. St. Domric did seven 
years’ penance, and was rewarded with 
„ beatifio visions,”—hallucinations arising 
from nervous disorders,—which he ig- 
norantly supposed were communications 
from Gop. St. Anrsony submitted to 
temptations of the Devil that have been 
commemorated in noble paintings, but were 
only extraordinary in that he did not suc- 
eumb to them. So it was with nearly all the 
early saints and martyrs. The first Popes 
were chosen for their disregard of earthly 
comforts, and subsequent ones were praised 
for self-denials which they had the good- 
will tq preach, if not the patience to prac- 
tice. After the Reformation, the Protestant 
Church continued largely in the same way 
of thinking and preaching. If Lorna had 
not abused his body he would not have 
thrown his inkstand at the Devil, because, 
probably, he would have seen no Devil to 
throw it at; or, if he had thrown it with a 
clear eye and a strong arm, he would not 
have missed his aim. 

The effects of the neglect of the body, 
induced by the mistakes of Jewish and 
Christian teachers, aud until lately advocated 
by them, may be seen in the race to-day. 
Progress in knowledge and morals has not 
been accompanied by the growth or develop- 
ment of the body. The European races are 
physically inferior to the old Greeks and 
Romans. According to XxxOr HO, the Spar- 
tan soldier in heavy marching order had 
accoutrements that weighed seventy-five 
pounds, exclusive of the camp, mining, and 
bridge-building tools, The rations of bread 
and dried fruit, which were issued in weekly 
installments, increased the burden of 
the infantry soldier to ninety, ninety- 
five, or even to a full hundred pounds. 
“This load,” says a recent writer in the 
Popular Science Monthly, was often carried 
at the rate of four English miles an hour for 
twelve hours- per diem.” The gymnastic 
tests applied by the recruiting-officer of a 
pieked corps would appear preposterous in 
thie day. Tall and well-shaped men could 
not pass the preliminary examination unless 
they were able to jump their own height 
verticaliv. and thrice their own length 


moved from his position by a four-horse 
team if he braced himself against a rock. 
A Theban gladiator killed three picked men 
of the Persian body-guard ina few minutes’ 
contest, fighting them all at the same time. 


Longevity, which is the best test of physical 


endurance, was common among the early 
Greeks. The writer whom we have already 
once quoted says in this connection : 


The second census of Trajan furnishes some eu- 
rious statistics on thie subject, and shows that 
among the 28,000,000 innabitants of Northern 
Italy, Greece, and Magne Grecia (Southern Ital 
and Sicily), there were 11,000 centenarians, 7 
ot whom had passed 120 rs, eighty-two their 
150th, and twenty their 175th year of life, while 
three were double centenarians,and, respectively, 
208. 208. and 218 years of age. Four brothers of 
an Albanian family had passed their 110th year, 
The same census shows that, among the indolent 
races of Asia Minor, Egypt, and Palast ne, the pro- 

ortion of centenarians in every 1, 000, of in- 
habitants was considerably lower, and not much 
above the present average. 


The Greek training was wise in making 
provision for the physical education of the 
women. Weak mothers cannot produce a 
race of stalwart men. Hence the law of 
Lycureus provided free training-schools for 
both sexes, and cautioned parents against 
giving their daughters in marriage before 
they had attained the prescribed degree of 
proficiency in certain exercises. 

Within the memory of men now living the 
doctrine of a muscular Christianity was first 
expounded in England by Caartes Kos- 
tex. He felt that the Pagans had 
the benefits of physical. education too 
much to themselves, and that it was 
not too late to imitate their example. He 
found sympathy and material assistance 
among the better class of English people. 
Tom Hvueues preached this doctrine most 
warmly in his books, without which no boy’s 
library is now complete. English educators 
generally took the idea up and enforced it as 
far as possible. Boating, cricket, hunting, 
sparring, and every other variety of athletic 
sport, were encouraged, and they have gained 
a firm hold of school and university life both 
in England and America. But the effects 
have not been felt as they should be outside 
the scheol and the university. There is 
need of a reform that shall reach the latter- 
day ascetics,—whose devotion is more apt 
to be to business than to religion,—the 
clerks, accountants, salesmen, bankers, writ- 
ers, lawyers, doctors, and clergymen. These 
have been broken down by neglect of the 
simplest precautions against ill-health and 
disease. They have tried chemical instead 
of mechanical remedies,—have run parts of 
their physical machine at high rates of 
speed, and forgotten to run others at all. 
What wonder that they have in too many 
instances wasted their lives, that their minds 
and imaginations have outstripped and worn 
out their bodies? They need some system of 
rational exercise which shall bring the 
whole population out into the fresh air, 
and develop the lungs and muscles by 
use and training. This system ca not 
be described offhand, or set down at all 
in rules; but we are quite sure that it is not 
a pastime like the national game of base- 
ball, which permite exercise to be taken by 
proxy. The new remedy will perhaps be 
found in the development of a national mili 
tia, which shall call out all the citizens of 
military age, and, furnishing them with arms 
and equipments, give them plenty of training 
days. Jonw Apams used to say that Virginia 
could be made to resemble New England if 
she would adopt three New England institu- 
tions ; the meeting-house, the township or- 
ganization, and the training-day. © The 
training-day furnished precisely the 
kind. of exercise which is most 
beneficial, combining a free use of the arms 
and legs with plenty of fresh air. It had, 
moreover, the advantage of being capable of 
indefinite expansion. Our word “‘ exercise” is 
itself derived from the Roman word for army, 
and the idea conveyed by it is fully carried out 
in Germany, where the young soldiers are put 
through a course of vigorous training scarce- 
ly inferior to that practiced by the old 
Greeks. The German is, indeed, the only 
nation which has sound and healthy notions 
of living, and they have brought many of 
their habits of physical exercise to the 
United States, as may be seen among the 
Turners. Their practice is fortunately find. 
ing imitators. The French and Italians 
have introduced physieal exercises in 
their armies, and the English have established 
a volunteer force, already numbering 175,000 
men. The United States alone are wholly 
without proper provisions of this descrip- 
tion. How long will it be before the idea of 
a uniformed national militia and national 
training-days shall take possession of all the 
young men, and result in-a state of healthy 
living more in accordance with true religion 
than the old ascetic order of things ? 


BODY-SNATCHING AGAIN. 
Cincinnati is very naturally scandalized 

and aroused over the latest case of body- 
snatching in that city. The Victim was the 
son of an ex-President of the United States, 
and himself an old and highly-respected citi- 
zen of Ohio. He was buried in a suburban 
cemetery near the historic Harrison farm, 
and the very next day his body was found 
hung up in the Ohio Medical College in Cin- 
cinnati. The circumstances of the case, 
which are peculiarly shocking, are thus 
epitomized by the Cincinnati Commercial: 

We have never been called upon te speak of a 
more shocking outrage than thatof the robbery of 
the grave of the Hon. Joux Scorr HaRRisox. But 
yesterday the Commercial contained a report of his 
tuneral services, His remains were carried by old 
citizens, who were his near friends, and placed in 
a spot sacred in the history of the country. The 

rave was prepared with extraordinary care. The 
ron casket was placed in masonry, and covered 
with an immense stone and cemented, before the 
earth was thrownin. It was ascertained that the 
son of a poor widow had been removed from his 
grave in the neighborhood, and one of Mr. Har- 
Rison’s sons came to the city on the generous er- 
rand of seeking the body of the widow's son, and, 
not knowing the desecration of his father's grave, 
found that honored father at the Ohio Medical Col- 
lege, with a rope about his neck, by which he had 
been suspended, until wanted in thé dissecting- 
room. Ibere never was anything more dramatic 
than the incidents of this discovery. The sense 
of amazement and indignation with watch the 
strange intelligence wae received in this communi- 
ty can hardly be described. and Mr. Harrison's 
oid neighbors are excited and distressed ip an ex- 
traordinary de „ and apxioas to take vengeance 
on the responsible parties. It is doubtful whether 
the law wouid be allowed to take its course in case 
the guilty were speedily aiscovered. Gen. Brn- 
aum Hanpison, of Indiana, isin the city and is 
resolved to ascertain who are responsible, to 
cause their punishment. 


In the indignation felt by the citizens of 
Cincinnati, there is evidently a disposition 
to hold the College Faculty toa certain do- 
gree of responsibility. The janitor has al- 
ready been arrested, and there is an inclina- 
tion to enforce the penalty of $1,000 fine 
and six months’ imprisonment provided by 


! 


quiet the popular wrath so as not to carry 
the case to an actual ion of the Col- 
lege authorities, Cool judgment will con- 
vince any one that the striot and vigorous 
enforcement of so sweeping a law would re- 


sult in depriving the colleges and medical 


men of all means for the practical study of 


We think that the real lesson which this 


conspicuous and aggravated outrage should 
teach is the necessity that every State 
should provide by laws legitimate and un- 
objectionable system for furnishing medical 
colleges with subjects for dissection and 
demonstration. This is entirely feasible. 
The bodies of criminals and paupers who 
have been a charge upon the State while 
living, and whose friends do not claim the 
privilege and bear the expense of burial when 
they die, are pumerous enough to supply the 
legitimate demand for medical demonstra- 
tion and instruction. There is no reasonable 
objection to such a disposition of such re- 
mains. The outrage of despoiling a grave 
and dissecting a lifeless body is not upon the 
dead, but upon the living relatives and friends 
of the deceased. The study of anatomy and 
surgery is too useful to society to be prevented 
by laws calculated to withhold from colleges 
and instructors the necessary subjects for 
demonstration. Human sympathy is not 
shocked in the abstract by post-mortem dis- 
section, but only when the remains are dear 
to those left behind, who have a legitimate 
claim upon disposing of them in the usual 
Christian way. By enabling the medical 
colleges to secure the necessary corpses in @ 
legitimate manner, the revolting business of 
body-snatching will be broken up for all 
time. The medical men will not incur the 
penalty, the disgrace, and the greater expense 
of securing dead bodies in an unlawful way 
when they can obtain them lawfully and 
cheaply. In this manner such outrages as 
that at Cincinnati can be permanently 
guarded against; and science, the public 
health, public morals, and human sympathy 
alike demand a revolution in the present 
practice, 
— — 
A FORMER RUMOR. 

The recent probate disclosures in the 
progress of the settlement of the estate of 
the late Mr. WIL F. Coorsaves have 
attracted universal attention. Ordinarily 
the settlement of an estate is a matter of 
purely private concern, in which the public 
has no interest or right to inquire. The 
fact of men enjoying the reputation of large 
wealth being overtaken by reverses, and 
brought to the verge, if not to actual bank- 
ruptcy, is of too general occurrence to pro- 
voke any more than a day’s surprise, to be 
forgotten with the occurrences of the next 
day. It is, moreover, no unusual thing, 
in sifting after death the affairs of business 
men, to find that estates that were ex- 
pected to be large and substantial are mere 
shells and valueless ; and the world accepts 
these things as part of the history of the 
strange, exciting, and unprecedented times 
in which we live. 

The fact that Mr. Coorpavan’s estate 
shows that that gentleman died compara- 
tively poor ; that the large wealth of half a 
million or more imputed to him when living, 
had passed from him; and that for some time 
before he died he was doing business really 
for others, who owned the property that 
stood in his name, has given a new interest 
and intensity to the mysterious and extraordi- 
nary circumstances of his suicide, It is with 
no purpose to wound the feelings or to in- 
terpese a public dieussion of purely private 
affairs that we are led to give publicity to a 
theory concerning the business of the late 
Mr. Coorzaven, which, while there is no 
public evidence of its truth, will be judged 
by each person who knew all the parties, 
and such estimate placed en it as such 
knowledge may justify. 

Mr. CootBaves was a man of cultivated 
ability. Though a strictly business man, 
devoting his time and energies to his 
business with untiring fidelity, he was never- 


‘theless a man of strong literary tastes, a 


close student of political economy, and a 


man every way qualified and entitled to a 


warm political ambition. Despite the ex- 
actions of his business, he was a party man 
in the highest sense of the term. He 
sought the elevation of his party that it 
might merit, and by meriting attain, success, 
and in the success of the party he hada 
reasonable ambition to share the honors it 
might have in its power to bestow. It is 
violating no confidence, and in no way re- 
flecting upon the character of the man, to 
say that he had looked forward to a seat in 
the United States Senate as something to 


which be might becomingly aspire. 


Among the members of the same political 
party in this State was Mr. Davw A. Gan. 
The two men were close and intimate friends. 
In 1869 Mr. Gan was elected City Treas- 
urer. He was then wealthy, and it is con- 
ceded that he did not seek the office for any 
gain it might offer. During the years 1870. 
71 the profits of the office were very great, 
all of which, after deducting the expenses, 
Mr. Gao accounted for to the City Treas- 
ury. No man stood higher, personally or 
officially, in the estimation of thecommunity 
than did Mr. Gacs. In October, 1871, 
occurred the fire, and a month later Gacz 
was re-elected. In 1873, in September, 
occurred the panic, the immediate destruc. 
tion of credit, and the general prostration 
of business. Several banks closed, among 
them that of Mr. Cootnaver ; but in a few 
days he reopened his doors and resumed 
Business. In the meantkne a city election 
was pending, and Mr. Gacz was defeated. 
Then came rumors of his inability to 
meet his official obligations, and in Decem- 
ber it was found that he was in default, in 
round numbers, $400,000. 

The theory to which we refer connects the 
defalcation in the City Treasury with Mr. 
Coo.savans, which caused all the trouble that 
followed, ending in the extinction of the once 
handsome means and estate of the banker. 

The assumptions on which this theory are 
founded are, substantially, that Gacz and 
CooLBauGa were intimate personal friends; 


had control over it, and, so long as he paid 
the principal and interest to the city, it was 
no one’s business where he kept it; that he 
and Coorsaves, in 1871 and in 1872, specu- 
lated largely, especially in mining business 
in Colorado; @hat both, being wealthy and

that 


money ‘rom the 
City Treasury. Whatever may have been 
the sum of money used by Gace before thy 
panic, there was a deficit of nearly 
million in December, when Gace left of

THE DISEASE OF INTEMPERANCE 

We have already printed in Tux Tutnonm 
the main points connected with Dr. 
D’Unaer’s discovery of Cinchona as a cure 
for drunkenness, and have also given to the 
public his interesting treatise’ on 
mania. A gentleman of this city who is in. 
terested in the subject has had some cor. 
respondence with Dr. D’Unorr upon differ’ 
ent phases of the question, which has de- 
veloped some further points of general in- 
terest. The Doctor's correspondent argued 
upon the assumption that alcoholism was¢ 
natural, inherited taste, and was 
and that it was transmitted. Being a natural’ 
taste and not a disease, how could it be re. 
moved by medicine? How could the nataral 
desire for drink be removed any more than 
that for food? If it were possible to cure 
thie natural taste, would it not also be pos- 
sible to cure all other physical, and even 
mental, tastes? If the taste for drink can 
be cured, cannot the taste for music be 
cured by medicine ? 

In his replies the Doctor brings out two 
important points, or, rather, advances two 
important theories. The first pertains to 
the nature of alcoholism; the second to its 
alleged transmission. He boldly assumes in 
the first instance that it is not a natural 
taste, but a specific disease, and consequent. 
ly can be eured. He establishes four centres 
of the nervous system, the Ideational ox In- 
tellectual, the Sensorial, the Reflex, and the 
Organic, each acting independently within 
certain limits, but beyond these limits each 
subordinate to tho next higher. The dis. 
ease, he claims, lies in the Sensorial centre, 
not in the Intellectual, and Oinchona belds 
the system up until nutrition properly and 
normally commences, just as stimulants 
operate in the case of typhoid fever. In un- 
other letter he defines the disease with more 
precision. As the result of an autopsy upon 
a pauper who had died of mania-a-potu he 
found that the cells of the cerebellum 
ganglia were puffed 
their openings were yeasty m char 
acter. When yeast is examined under 
the microscope the cells are found 
to be filled with vegetable fungi that have 
the power of propagation when mixed with 
sugar. By analogy, therefore, the Doctor 
claims that it is only reasonable to suppose, 
that, when the nerve cells are fed with alco- 
holic condiment mixed with the sugar of the 
blood, they become the seat of fungi, either 
as living organisms or cryptogamic occupants, , 
and that they can be removed by the appro- 
priate remedy that will destroy them. 

Upon the second issue,—that of hereditary 
transmission,—the Doctor claims that the 
disease is not necessarily hereditary, bo- 
cause Nature does not engraft disease proper 
upon offspring. If it were so, then all the 
children of a drunken father would be in- 
fected with it, whereas it rarely happens 
that there is more than one drunkard in & 
family. He assumes, in common with many 
other scientists, though in opposition to the 
usually accepted theory, that there is 0 
direct transmission of disease, but an indi- 
rect one, which is tantamount to a predis- 
position, and that we ourselves are chiefly 
reponsible for the maladies from, which 
we suffer. He says: “If drunkenness were 
hereditary, would not the majority instead 
of the minority of the children of a family be- 
come inebriates ? Would not females as well 
as males be subject to the taint? If there. 
was not a germ,—it may be a living orgaa- 
ism or a fangus,—the craving: desire for 
liquor would not come on as it does. To 
the argument that this craving occurs be

Au adjourned meeting of the Bar Association 
was held yesterday afternoon, Vice-President 
William H. King in the chair. 

The announcement was made that a reception 
would be given Judge Harlan upon his arrival 
here this week, and the members participating 
would be expected to contribute towards pay- 
ing the expenses. 

Messrs. Henry B. Mason and Henry B. Free- 

man were elected members. 

Mr. Anthony, under the head of miseellane- 
ous business, saia there was apother subject 
which he thought the Association ought to in- 
vestigate besides the Bankrupt law, and he de- 
sired to bring that subject before the Associa- 
tion by resolution, so that action mignt be had 
in time for the next session of the General As- 
sembly. The cost of printing the delinquent 
tax-list for this year was $70,000, and the other 
expenses in connection with the administration 


had deemed it not an improper subject for in- 
vestigation. He therefore offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That a special committee of the Chi- 
cago Bar, to consist of the following-named per- 
sons: Thomas F. Withrow.

CRIMINAL PRACTICE. 

Mr. Pence offered the following, which was 
referred to the Committee on Amendment of 
the Law:

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

The special order for the day was then taken 
up,—the report of the Committee on Iu- 
quiry with regard to the Bankrupt Law. This 
report, it will be remembered, was presented at 
the meeting beld two weeks aco, and. iu sub- 
stance, to the readers of Tus Ion the fol- 
lowing morning. Printed copies of it had been 
obtained forthe use of the Association, and 
were freely circulated amoug the members. 

The Cheirman stated that the pending mo- 
tions were, first, to adopt the report, and, 
second, to amend the Committee's conclusions 
so as to retain the good features of the law and 
correc} the b 

Mr, Judd. who offered the amendment at the 

revious meeting, asked and obtained leave to 
have it considered in the light of a substitate. 

There was some general talk as to whether 
any direct good could be accomplished discus- 
sing the report, now that the law was virtually 
conceded to be repealed. The question before 
the Association being, however, on the adoption 
of the report, it was decided to have a full and 
tree expression of opinion. 

Mr. Goodwin remarked that the Committee 
had certainly presented a very interesting re- 
port, and, while he was entirely in favor of that 

ortion demanding the uncon nal repeal 

be law, he did not see what the Association 
had to do with the question now, the matter 
being entirely in the hands of the President to 
veto or approve, just as he pleased. There was 
one question, however, upon which he had some 
doudt, and that was as to the Register’s being re- 
quired to report all bis fees, and he hoped the 
discussion, if there was one, migbt shed some 
light on that matter. ! 

Mr. Bisbee remarked that there were errors 
inthe report. In the case of Ransom & Simpier, 
for instance, the Committee had charged that 
there were iliegal fees, illegal expenses, etc. 
whereas the truth was that the Committee di 
pot see the shorthand writer’s bills for deposi- 
tions, which were in his possession, and which 
formed no small part of the expense. All 
these charges, he claimed, were necessary and 

ust. 
Mr. Ayer set out upon a long—a very long 
speech. Before adopting the report, he said, 
there ought to be a careful inquiry into the facts 
bearing on the questions discussed. With the 
recommendation that the law be repealed he 
agreed entirely, believing that it was in prac- 
tice an :

for periodical relief from debt. But there were 
certain implied charges in the report which he 
believed were unjust, and should be noticed at 
length. He had known Mr. Hibbard for years, 
and did not believe him guilty of extortion and 
wiliful perjury, as was implied in the report. 
The most outrageous statements had been tele- 
grabbed all over the country, particularly one of a 
very sensational character published in the New 
York Sun, which he pr ded to read. Noth- 
ing could have surprised him more than these 
charges. He had always found Mr. Hibbard 
attentive to his duties and courteous to the 
members of the Bar, and never until now had 
he heard of any charges against him. The 
statement in the paper was, of course, an exag- 
geration, though perhaps not an entirely un- 
natural ove. He did not believe the members 
of the Committee intended to do Mr. Hibbard 
an injury, aud if they had dove so unwittingly 
he believed they would repair it. Tp this end, 
he proceeded to call attention to portions of the 
report reflecting on the Register. It was 
assumed by the Committee that the Register 
was required to report all his fees, which was 
contrary to his (Mr. Ayer’s) construction of the 
law. e might have made some mistake in 
the administration of the law. during a 
long term of eight years, but that he was guilty 
of willful violation of the law, or, in short, of 
extortion, he strenuously denied. By the law 
the Register was compel to report the num- 
ber of cases of voluntary bankruptcy and those 
of the compulsory character, and the amount 
of fees received or earned iu these two classes 
of cases coming before bim.. The construction 
placed on this law by the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court was that the Register was to re- 
— the total amount of fees received in these 

wo classes of cases, and in no other. The 
Register bad submitted to this construction— 
the highest construction which lay open to him 
to act upon. It was not even suggested by the 
Judges tudt be should answer as to the total 
amount of fees received in all cases. 
The had followed the con- 
struction of the Judges, and stated on 
the fees received or earned in these two classes 
of cases, and m no other. The Committee had 
also taken up and discussed the schedules of 
fees, and the speaker differed materially from 
the Committee as to the pomt of certainty in 
regard to these fees, because their judgment 
was in diametrical opposition to the judgement 
rendered by the Judges, who bad been called 
upon officially to investigate and decide these 

uestions. re was definiteness and pregise- 
nese about the matter of the Marshal’s fees, 
whilé the provisions governing the Register re- 


sulted in a general vagueness and indefiniteness | 


in regard to his own particular fees. There was 
neither apy vagueness nor indefiniteness as to 
clerks’ fees. 

Mr. Cooper claimed that, even with the Mar- 
shal, the law left the fees of deputies indefinite. 
it was clearly impossible to know — bow 
much to charge up against a part estate 
every time any business was done in connection 
with that estate. The clerks or deputies were

In the case where a 
charge was made for an Assignee’s bond, where 
none was either required or given, that of course 
was incorrect, but charg e to carelessness, 
or rather to an undue trusting on the Register’s 
part to his clerk. With so many cages, it was 
necessary to have help, and the Register could 
not be persoually familiar with every detail of 
the business. The Committee assumed in sev- 
eral causes that the Register could not have given 
two hours to the examination of each Assignee’s 
final account, which Mr. Ayer scouted as an 
altogether wild and incorrect assumption. As 
to the docket and fee-bill, he did not believe 
that was allowable. 

REGISTER HIBBARD 

was given leave to explain thatthe charge of 
52 referred to was for the work of the clerk for 
* copying the docket and fee-bill.” 

Mr. Cooper objected that Mr. Hibbard had 
not returned this docket and fee-bill to the 
clerk for copying. 

Mr. Aver exnlained that, while this might be 
a technical vivlation of the law, the Register 
made it good by keeping copies of docket and 
fee-bills in a book open for publie inspection. 
In one case where the Com mittee charged illegal 
fees, the Register had showu him that there 
were omissions to make certain proper charges 
to the extent of $9.90, which would more 
offset the aileged doubtful charges. In the 
case of Ranson & Surpier, also, there was an 
omission to make perfectly proper charges, 
amounting to $10.55, which would offset the 
alleged illegal charges and leave $5.30 besides. 
The Committee revorted, also, their inablity te 
learn of Mr. Hibbard’s having taken any strin- 
gent measures with Assignees who had failed 
to make end file reports. Mr. Ayer re- 
marked, in this connection, that he be- 
lieved Mr. Hibbard bad performed the duties 
of his office to the satisfaction of the people 
generally, the Bar, and to that of Judges Blod- 
gett aud Drummond. Mr. Hibbard had in- 
ormed him that he had on several occasions 
taken stringent measures in calling Assignees 
to account for the strict performagce of their 
duty, and he would have given the Committee 
all the information on the subject it could have 
desired if it bad only called his attention to the 
subject. In general, the report contained a 

reat deal of valuabie information, and, although 

here were certain implications in it, with which 
be could not agree, he was sure that the gentle- 
men did not wish to do injustice to Mr. Hibbard 
or anybody. 

Col. Cooper, of the Commi felt called 
upon to reply. He was sorry that Mr. Ayer did 
not have somebody to fully explain the matter 
to him. Had he obtained such an explanation, 
he would not have taken up so much time in 
trying to quarrel] with this report. Even in the 
two classes of cases referred to by Mr. Ayer, 
the voluntary and involuntary, Mr. Hibbard 
had not onported the total fees for any particu- 
lar year. Mr. Cooper was just about to elabar- 
ate this point at great length, and the probability 
was that several other sapient gentlemen would 
desire the floor when he relinquished it for the 
purpose of elaborating other points which had 
occurred to their particular legal understand- 
ings. It was then about half-past 4 o'clock, and 
the prospect of discussing the question for three 
or four hours longer was evidently displeasing 
to gentlemen who engagements or trains to 
meet. Mr. Boutelle mercifully moved to ad- 
journ for one week, the discussion to be contin- 
ued at the next meeting. 

After amendment and reamendment, in order 
to get the motion into perfectly legal shape, it 
was floaliy decided to continue the discussion 
for one week.

THE MANAGEMENT OF COOK COUNTY HOS-

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, June 1.—The attempt to rescind 
the rules governing the County Hospital bas 
resulted in the appointment of a very excellent 
committee to revise them. This is a fortunate 
piece of legislation. The rules of the Hospital 
need revising. We are told the Committee have 
sent East for the rules governing other bospi- 
tals. This has the appesrance of a desire to do 
the best thing for the hospital and civilization: 
While these gentlemen are waiting for the 
rules of other institutions, they might profita- 
bly consider some of the changes in the man- 
agement of their own that are suggested, if not 
demanded, by the experience it has had. Many 
complaints have from time to time been made 
against the management of the County Hospi- 
tal. Some of them have been just, some very 
unjust. A hospital should take care of the sick in 
the best possible way for the money expended. 
Not only can abuse of the sick not be 
tolerated, but negiect, either in housing, feed- 
ing, nursing, or treating them, cannot be al- 
lowed without remonstrance. As a result of 
the bad plan on which the Hospital has been 
run, the sick have been neglected in all these 
particulars. Now is the time to remedy these 
evils; the Committee have it in their power to 
do this. To conscience, to humanity, to civil- 
ization they owe its accomplishment. 

The first evil that should be remedied is the 
evil of having the different parts of the institu- 
tion managed by so many different heads. 
Now there is a Warden who is supposed to be 
in authority. Ishe? Even his clerk is not his 
own appointment, and connot be discharged by 
bim. His erffineers are appointed by the Board 
of Commissianers, and are not under his au- 
thority. Let um con.mand them to keep the 
heat in the wards at a certain point for the wel- 
fare of the patients, and they may do as they 
mmittee 
on Hospitals—after the mischief to the sick has 
been done—that is all he can do. Some of the 
purses have been said to openly boast that they 
can remain in the Hospital in spite of the Warden. 
The control shoald be with one man, and he 
held responsible. Under the present system it 
cannot be otherwise than that patients should 
suffer by the lack of concert of action of these 
different heads. Under the present Warden, 
by bis gand sense and discretion, the damage 
has doubtless been kept at a minimum. Yet it 
is positively known that sick men and women 
have died in the present hospital from the ef- 
fects of the working of this disjointed machin- 


ery.

Fully 3,000 Well-Armed and Drilled 


Men on Hand for Action. 


Behind This Is the Full Strength o 
Law-Abiding Citizens. N 


Should the Communistic leaders see fit to in- 
duce their followers to show their teeth 
again this summer they will find the Mayor and 


citizens of Chicago prepared to give them a 


warm reception. Said the Captain of a Com- 
munist company to à reporter last Monday 
evening, while in conversation with him 
at Sach’s Hall, Brown and Twentieth 
streets: “If them dig-bugs had seen 
us all drilling yesterday morning at 
Silver-Leaf Grove, I guess they wouldn't 
talk much about cleaning of us out—not much. 
Why, I could take my company of seventy-five 
or eighty men and I could clean out all the 
police and them baby-soldiers put together. 
The regiments would turn tail and run before 
we could get a chance to fire a shot at em. I 
tell you we mean business.“ 

Xes, they probably “mean business about 
as they meant business last summer; they fully 
resolved to conquer or die when they first 
started out. They robbed the lumder- 
yards of taths and billets of wood, 
and, collecting in crowds, they strolled about 
wherever they could find aman or boy at work 
and stopped him. The latter they generally 
persuaded to join them ard assist in preventing 
others from laboring. A few of the former 


were also pressed into the service, but the bet- 


ter disposed went to their homes, or helped to 
swell the immense crowds of spectators, who 
only stood around and looked on, retarding the 
police in their work of quelling the disturvance. 
The bands of lawless ones strolled about from 
pillar to post, threatening the authorities 
and the capitalists and the business portion of 
the community with dire vengeance; they even 
went 380 lar as to commit wanton acts of van- 
dalism. 

But how did these heroes of the cause act 
when the authorities took hold of this case! 
Under the Constitution and the laws, the au- 
thorities have no mght to interfere with any 
person or party until they commit some overt 
act; then the police are to arrest persons actu- 
ally engaged im lawless proceedings, and if re- 
sistance is offered it becomes a riot, and all the 
available forces at command may be used by 
the Mayor in putting dowu the insurrection. 
Well, after all the bombastic bravado, the Com- 
munists were found to be just what all men 
who ever had any experience in such matters 
said they would be,—arrant cowards. They 
evaded the police, and they fled like sheep when 
the armed and disciplined forces of militia were 
brought out and marched iu their direction. 

It was the auty of the writer to visit the lum- 
ber regions of Tweuty-second street at the com- 
mencement of the riot. Fully 3,000 men and 
boys had assembled there and were marching 
through the different yards, some bearing ban- 
ners with inscriptions upon them, followed by 
the wrathful horde, armed with clube and 
stones. They 

COMPELLED EVERY MAN 
in the district to stop work, and drove off the 
proprietors. They were furious, and their oaths 
and indignant cries might have been heard for 
blocks away. Presently, Lieut. Vesey hove 
in sight with eight policemen, each 
armed with an old muzzie-loading musket with 
a rusty bayonet. There were no signs of any 
ammunition adout them. The crowd divided 
respectfuily to the right and the left as the 
brave squad marched through their midst direct 
to the centre of the field. man came around 
the coruer of a lumber-pile bearing a banner. 
He was arrested. Several menu sprang forward 
and protested. Each of these were arrested, and 
the nine policemen walked off to the station with 
at least twelve of the 3,000 brave rioters, besides 
carrying their muskets carelessly in their hands. 
The prisoners were locked up in cells, and the 
uad returned for more. 

‘nat was about the way they meant business. 
Their intentions were all right, but like the 
Irishman, they bad cowardly legs. 

Then the militia was brought out. The 
Second Regiment was out first. Tee 
Communists oad a forlorn hope that the boys 
of this organization would turn in with them, 
even as the militiamen of Pittsburg turu- 
ed in with the rioters; they had 
made their boaste to this effect, and the 
report had been circulated over the city. In 
consequence of this, the Second was permitted 
to get into close quarters with them. t they 
reckoned without their host, for the gallant 
boys in blue did their duty promptly, obeyed 
the commands of their officers, and routed the 
insurgents. 

The First Regiment was marched out on the 
following day. These were called “ lick-spit- 
tles“ and sons of capitalists’’ by the enraged 
but cowardly assassins, and they hated this 
organization as a rabid dog does cold water. 
But the gallant boys in gray were actually not 
able to get within rifle-range of a biood-tub, 
aod many in the command did t see one un- 
til they went to Braidwood. company of 
regular soldiers marched down Tweifth street, 
and a person would have thought it was Suu- 
day, so deserted were the streets. 

% much for the bravery of the Communists, 
who would rather die by a bullet than to 
starve to death by inches. As for the prepara- 
tions for their reception, thecity is better able to 
cope with 40.000 of them this summer than it 
was to meet 3,000 a year ago. Then the police 
were in a partially demoralized condition, ow- 
ing to changes made and others contemplated. 

THEY HAD NO ARMS 

to speak of, and very little ammunition. 
The militia regiments had as good as dis- 
banded preparatory to reorganization under tie 
new Militia law, and the old heroes and veterans 
of the late War had become unsuspecting pri- 
vate citizens, with never a thought of conllict 
i. their heads. There was no cavalry, no ar- 
tillery, no ammunition, no nothing.“ The 
two regiments marched out as skeletons, with 
the ranks partially filled with green boy-volun- 
teers, most of whom had never had a musket 
in their hands. Yet their very presence was 
enough to queil the mob. 

Now, the militia is thoroughly organized 
under the laws of the State; all the members 
are enlisted for five years, and a majority of 
them have been drilling from two to four years. 
There is no better discipline to be found in a 
battalion of regular soldiers than may beffound 
in either the First or Second Regiments. The 
members will march as one man wherever 
ordered by their commanders. 

The Police Department yesterday received 
from the Citizens’ Association a von- 
sigoment of 1, improved Spring 
field breech-loading rifles, calibre 
50, with a full compliment of bayovets, and a 
quantity of ammunition. It is quite likely that 
a company of police will be formed, which will 
be armed with these muskets, though to arm 
ali would piainly be to destroy the efficiency of 


the police in making arrests. Yet, these guns 


will be most useful as a contingent to arm 
volunteer veterans, of which thecity is well 
supplied. The Department also received from 
the same source a consignment of * billies,’’ to 
be used by special police, swornin for the oc- 
casion. The following table will show the ap- 
proximate number of fully-armed, equipped, 
and thoroughly-drilled troops in the city sub- 
ject to the command of the Mayor at av hour’s 
rotice:

Passage of the Annual Appropriation Bill. 

The Board of Trustees met at the Village 
Hall yesterday afternoon. All the members 
present. 

An ordinance was passed to compel al) able- 
bodied males between the ages of twenty-one 
and fifty, to work on the streets for not more 
than three days in each year, or to pay in de- 
fault thereof the sum of $1.25 per day, and 
every team furnished will be allowed $3, to be 
charged in the account. 

Nine Street Commissioners and as many Road 
Masters were appointed. 

The Judiciary Committee reported that con- 
siderable progress has been made in the matter 
of the ex-Treasurer’s defalcation, and that 
measures inteuded to protect the incerests of 
the village are being pushed as rapidly as the 
nature of the case will permit. No efforts are 
being spared to investigate all facts in this con- 
nection, that we may act understandingly; and, 
as it is probable that considerable complicated 
litigation will result, in the preparation of which 
much labor and care are requisite, your Com- 
mittee are not now ready, and at present do not 
think it wise, to report further details of in- 
tended action and the results of investigation. 

Tne License Committee to whom was referred a

FINANCIAL. 


The clearings of the Chicago banks for last week 
exhibit a decrease as compared with the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The figures are re- 
spectively $18,689,075.21 and $20,972,576.90. 
This decrease is to be accounted for in a good many 
other ways than by a decrease in business. This 
has been alluded to more tnan ones in this column, 
bat is worth repeating. Bank clearings, like all 
other statistics, need explanation and analysis. 
There are many causes at work which, even if busi- 
ness generally was as good es it was last year, or 
better, would make the clearings less. These are 
the decline in prices, the decrease in the 
number of banks, the absence of specu- 
lation on the Board of Trade, in real estate, and 
stocks, the number of small dealers who, since the 
bank failures, have given up keeping bank ac- 
counts, and the extension of the cash system in 
wholesale as well as retail trade. The aggregate 


allowance for these makes a large total, and makes 
it unsafe to argue from a decrease in clearings to a 


decrease in business. The loans of the bank were 
light during the week, The country applications 
for rediscounts were very few. Rates of discount 
were 6@10 per cent. New York exchange sold 
between banks at 25c per $1,000 premium.

LOSSES IN SUGAR-REFINING. 

The business of sugar-refining has become so un- 
profitable that some of the New York banks refuse 
The President of a 
well-known commercial bank, in an interview 
with a reporter, acknowledged that his bank had 
declined singie-name sugar paper, because it was 
known that sugar-refiners were losing money. The 
loss amounts to one or two cents a pound, as was 
shown by.the losses of Edgar & Booth. The First 
National Bank of New York ceased some time ago to 
discount sugar paper. The trouble with the sugar 
trade is over-production, and this can be currected 
only by the extermination of the weaker concerns. 
The losses of the sugar trade have been from 
$5, 000, 000 to $10, 000, 000 in 1870-77. 

GOLD AND THE SYNDICATE. 

Nobody outside of tne Syndicate and the Treas- 
ury Department knows how much gold has been 
paid intothe Treasury by the Syndicate. The 
specie lost by the New Yor banks since the con- 
tract went into operation amounts to $16, 000, 000. 
The representative of the Syndicate in the gold- 
room has been observed to buy about $12, 000, 000 
in gold. These facts are the basis of estimates 
which place the gold pat into the Treasury by the 
Syndicate at all the way from $13,500,000 to 
$19,000.000. The balance of the Syndicate’s m- 
debtedness to the Government has been settled by 
the deposit of bonds upon which, till Jan. 1, the 
Syndicate will draw 6 percentinterest. Between 
now and then the Syndicate will have to provide 
$31, 000,000 to $36,000, 000 of gold to make their 
contract good. |

THE TURF. 
THE MILWAUKEE MEPTING. 

On Tuesday of this week will begin the spring 
meeting at Milwaukee, and, un the weather 
should prove unpropitious, there can be no doubt 
of ns complete success. The gentiemen compris- 
ing the Milwaukee Association are in many reapects 
radicaily diferent from the class of men who too 
often control race-tracks, being the most promi- } 
nent business men of the city. They resuscitated 
the old Cold Spring Course after it bad lain dor- 
ment for years, and last fail gave their frat meet- 
ing. which was a successful one, although there 
was much to contend with. This meeting, how- 
ever, demonstrated that there were but three or 
four men of the twenty-one who composed the 
Association that were willing to devote their time 
and energy to making the meetings a success. 
These few Were not discouraged because their first 
venture did not yield them a profit, but pocketed 
the inconsiderable loss entailed by it philo- 
sophicaliy, and resolved to try again... They 
were ently in the field thig season’ with an an- 
nouncement of a meeting to be beid June 4, 5, 6, 
and 7, and offered liberal purses in eight races. 
For some reas on or other. they were opposed by 
the very men who shouid bave supported them, 
and even some Wieconsin horsemen declined to 
enter their animals at the meeting. But this lack 
of friendiiness on the part of those to whom the 
Milwaukee Association had a right to look for sup- 
port bas been more than compensated for by the 
assistance of others on whom it had no special 
claims. When the entries closed on May 27, it was 
found that every event, with the er- 
ception of the pacing race that was de- 
ci uvon bet a few days previous, had 
flied with as fine a class ef horses as could be 
wished for. The managers of the tracks compos- 
ing the Iowa Circuit worked hard net Milwau- 
kee, and finally succeeded in securing the stables 
of Messrs. Case and Bull, two Wisconsin men, bat 
they could not in the al st degree influence the 
better ¢lass of horses. ilwaukee has the biggest 
card in the country in the presence at its meeting 
of John Splan and his stable of celebrated horses, 
comprising such well known ones as Rarus, Ade- 
laide. West Liberty. Calmar, lowa Maid, and 
others. Morrill Higbie, the man who bronght out 
Gov. Sprague, Bertie, Flora Belle, Little Fred. and 
other noted flyers, is also to*be there 
with hie string Then there ‘dre such 
notables as Croxie, that recently trotted a 
mile over a poor ‘track in 2:24; the black stallion 
Herod, with a record of 2:26, and the ability to 
lower it several seconds whenever calied upon to 
do so; the Wieconsin favorite, Badger Girl, record 
2: „ and boosts of others less noted, 
perbape, but all fast. ** Counselor "’ 
Crawford and „„in“ McLaughlin have 
also made a number of entries, and many other 
noted drivers will be present. The track at Mil- 
waukee is fast, the seating accommodations ample, 
and all who attend may depend upon — 
sport, and a perfectly square deal for all. 

THE REINSTATEMENT OF BRIGHTWOOD., 

It hasalready been noted in these columns that 
an effort was bei made tosecure the reinstate- 
ment of the notorious ringer Brightwood, that 
created such a sensation by his trotting in the 
Illinois Cirenit last summer. It was suspected 
from the firet that he was trotting out of his class. 
and under an assumed name, and protests were 
entered at the various meetings by the owners of 
other horses in the races which be won. Tur 
Tune was the first paper in the country to ferret 
oat the identity of thie horse and give the infor- 
mation to the public. lt did this several weeks 
before the officers of the associations which 
withheld the mone;: won by Brightwood, on 
the ground that he was a ringer, had 
confirmed their suepicions, and then the informa- 
tion which they obtained came too late, as the 
money had already been secured by the pre- 
sentation of a string of amdavite which 
satisfied the [llinoie men as to the identity 
of the horse. On the 16th of last September Tarn 
Trisuns published an article headed Brightwood 
and Lady Keyes, in which it was stated that one 
Hawley had made affidavit that Brightwood was 
none other than the horse Clover that in 1876 ob- 
tained a record close to 2:30 at Fleetwood Park, 
New York. At the same time that this information 
was published, the affidavit referred to was sent to 
the officers of Karl Park, which was withholding 
premiums from Brightwoud, but there were cir- 
cumstances connected with the document which led 
them to disregard it. Soon after this the tracks at 
Earlville, Mendota, and Tiskilwa paid to the man 
Cumber, who was prominent in the management of 
Brightwood, the purses won by that horse, the 
entire amount being in the vicinity of 
$1,700. Hardly had this deen done when 
evidence estabifshing the theory pas forward by 
this paper several weeks before, that Brightwood 
and Clover were identical, began to accumulate, 
and soon satistied the gentlemen interested that 
they had been the victims of a gang of robbers. 
The whole story of the detection of the horse, and 
the thieves who controlled him, was told at length 
in Taz Tamer ot Dec. 2 last, and appeared during 
the following week in the Spirli of ihe Tunes, 
those two papers being the oniy ones to obtain the 
news. It was an interesting story, although it but 
chronicied the successful efforts of a band of rob-

Sr. LOUIS AND LOUISVILLE. 

A very bad feeling has been allowed to originate 
between the St. Louis and Louisville Jocke 
Clubs, and unless it is§promptly and effectually 
aquelched, the breach now — will widen into 
a chasm which it will be diificelt to bridge. The 
whole matter isa very trivial aud silly one, and 
would never have been allowed to exist ten min- 
utes had the parties intereeted taken hold of the 
subject in a pacificatory spirit at the outeet. The 
difficulty arose entirely from the fact that the 
Fourth of July race at Loulsville between Ten 
Broeck and Mollie McCartby threatens in some 
measure to detract from the success of the St. 
Louis meeting this week, —at least the St. Louie 
folks so view the matter, —and blame has been laid 
on shoulders which, though perhaps fitted by nature 
to carry it, should not ha ve imposed upon them a 
burden for which they are in no wise responsible. 
It is well known to the readergof this paper that 
Ten Broeck is entered at the St. is meeting, 
and, of course, the managers of the Jockey Club 
at that place counted on the horse as a card that 
would draw thousands to the track the day he ap- 

ared. During the recent Lonisville meeting at 
east one officer of the St. Louie Club visited that 
city for the purpose of advancing the interest of 
the St. Louis meeting in regard to purge races 
among the horsemen of the blue-grass region.

‘Their expressions 
of revret, which were natural enough under the 
circumstances, were taken up dy un insignificant 
Cincinnati paper, winch begun to feel exalted be-

Tas Trikvxe believes that the 
gentlemen of both associations have too much sense 
and self-respect to indulge in a squabbdie, out of 
which they would both come with smirched gar- 
ments.

ANOTHER DAY OF TALK. 

The arguments in the Bedford stone case were 
continued yesterday morning before Judge 
Williams at 9:30 o'clock. 

Mr. Sidney Smith, on the part of the city, closed 
his argument, confining himself toa discussion of 
the contract alieged to be existing between the 
city and county. 

Gen. Smith, on behalf of Tomlinson & Reed, 
followed. He called attention to the fact that the 
bill contained no allegations of fraud, collusion, 
or accident in the making of the award. The at- 
tempt was to annul a contract against which 
nothing bad been charged, and to make a contract 
to suit the county. Such a kind of bill could 
not be sustained. No one suffered in pocket by 
the proposed contract, and a Court could not, 
therefore, interfere, because it only dealt in mat-

There was a practical con- 
struction of the agreement then, for it was 
agreed to rescind any prior agreement if any such 
agreement existed. ere was a constructien of 
it in 1876, when it was expressly declared that 
the city was not to be bound by any choice of ma- 
terial. The city also.expressly notified tue county 
authorities by resolution that its portion of the 
building mast thereafter rest with the Council. 
The resolution of August, 1875, must, therefore, 

be taken as a starting point in the argument. 

Yet the county authorities undertook to construe 
that agreement so as to say the city was estopped, 
that it ought to agree with them because for two 
years it said it would not. It was a pretty broad 
stretch of power for the county to coerce the city 
in that way. If there was any chance at all for the 
bill it was on the ground of public policy as applied 
to matters of taste. But even as a matter of taste 
it must be for the benefit of the public. Did pub- 
lic policy require that the city ehould be limited to 
one kind of stone furnished by only one man’ The 
county had confessedly been using better and 
heavier stone than was neceasary or was required 
by the contract. Was auy grace to be given to a 
party in such a condition 

THE CLOSING ARGUMENTS 

on the part of the city were then made by Corpo- 
ration-Counsel Bonfield. He claimed that the 
clause in the contract of 1872 relating to the uni- 
formity of the two pertions of the building was 
subsequently dropped, and it was only agreed that 
the two parte should be uniform in general 
exterior design. The counsel then went on to 
show that by the architectural plans the city, if 
it was compelled to use thick Lemont stone, would 
be compelled to deal with Walker only. ‘The bill 
was in fact to compel the city to kneel before Ed 
Walker and beg him to intimate on what terms he 
would permit the Court-House to be ouilt. Both 
kinds of stone were from the same, silurlan deposit; 
both were practically of the same composition; 
both were durable stone. The difference was 
merely one of color. But perhaps there was some- 
thing more important than that; perhaps it was 
better to save money forthe taxpayers; perhaps it 
was better to set an example of honesty 
and economy than to submit to the dictation of the 
county, and put themselves under the power of 
one man. 

The remaining argument by Mr. Jewett was post- 
poned until to-morrow morning, as Judge Will- 
iams remarked that he should ve obliged to attend 
to other cases in the afternoon. 

WHISKY. 
THAT 400 BARRELS. 

Another step was taken in the Mersereau case yes- 
terday, when Mr. E. A. Small, attorney for Messrs. 
Ballentine & Lawrence, served the District- Attor- 
ney with tae following notice. The case, as some 
people have heard, is technically known as that of 
the United States ve. 400 packages of distilled 
spirits. Stebbins, claimaat. The notice runs thus: 

You are hereby notified that, a3 sureties on the bond 
given in said causes by L. G. Stebblus. the above-named 
claimant, upon which bond said 400 packages of distii!- 
ed spirits were delivered to him, we hereby protest 

inst the substitution of Roswell C. Mersereau as the 
claimant for said spirits; and in the event of such sub- 
stitution being made, we shall reward ourselves as dis- 
charged from ilability as sureties upon said bond. 

On receipt of the avpove, Assistant District-At- 
torney Thomson served notice on Col Jucssen, 
counsel for Stebbins, that he would move the 
Court Tuesday morning to set aside the late order 
by which Mersereau was nilowed to come into the 
case and take the place of Stebbins as claimant, 
Subsequentiy Mr. Jewett and Mr. Thomson ob- 
tained an order from Judge Blodgett suspending 
the entry upon the Court records of the just-men- 
tioned order by which this substitution of Mer- 
sereau for Stebbins was permitted. When the mat- 
ter comes up Tuesday morning the whole question 
of this substitution, and its effect on the security, 
will be settled. Tnie whisky, it will 
remembered, was distilled by Mersereau. 
Subsequently. in the fall of 1875, it was seized at 
the r Dock Company's warehouse. Stebbins 
claimed that the stuff had been sold to him, gave a 
bond for it, and the whisky was delivered to him. 
Then Mersereau put ina claim for it, making an 
application tothe Department at Washington to 
have the flery compound surrendered to him on 
the ground that he and de alone was the rightful 
possessor thereof. The long and short of this ap- 
plication was that the Department put ite toot 
down on it. Then Stebbins got in his claim to 
have the whisky released to himon the ground 
that he owned it. The Department sat dowa on 
him also. In each of these applications 
to the powers at Wasbington, each of 
the two alleged proprietors supported the 
other’s claime, The. Court will decide 
one of these days to whieh of the two mothers the 
child belongs, but probably not by recourse to 
eee threat of splitting it up and giving each 
a half. 

THE HISTORY OF ONE OF MERSEREAO’S ILLICIT 

WHISKY TRANSACTIONS 

may not be without interest, especially since it 
has some connection with the case at bar. Earl 

in 1875, Mersereau seut to Golsen & Eastman 15 

barrels of higuwines baving on them stamps run- 
nina from 19, 8:38 to 19, „from 19,973 two 20,- 
002, and from 20,073 to 20, 122. The whisky was 
dumped, the stamps, uncanceled, removed from 
the barrels and sent back to Mersereaun. 
A month or 80 later, the same 
stamps were puton snother lotof 150 barrels. 
Mersereau wanted to send the stuff to Golsen, but 
the latter had not room for it in the rectifyimg- 
house, So the goods were secretly stored in the 
Chicago Dock Company's warehouse, and Golsen 
reported tothe Government that 150 barrels had 
been dumped and the stamps mentioned above 
canceled. The goods were deposited in the 
warehouse and three receipts given therefor, 
each for fifty barrels. . The first was dated 
April 15, 1875, and numbered 4,185. The second 
was of April 19, and was numbered 4,187. The 
third was of April 23, and was numbere 4, 189. 
‘There was also at about thé same time in the ware- 
house 400 more barrels of the stuff manufactured 
by Mersereau, which was straight on the face of it. 
In the 10th of Muy, Mersercau’s place 
seized, along with Golsen 4 LEKast- 

man's, Russell's, and Roelle, Junker & Co. s. 
The safes of the distillers and rectifiers were taken 
possession of, and the Government officers started 
to open them, but were prevented by the obtaining 
of atemporary injunction from Judge Blodgett. 
The matter was argued subsequently, and was not 
decided until the: of June, when the Judge 
held that the safes could be opened in the presence 
of their owners. In the meanwhile these three 
warehouse receipts for those 150 barrels of crooked 
goods were in 4 Grawer in Golsen’s safe. The 
receipts were made out one to Mersereau on ac- 
count of Golsen & Eastman, another to Mer- 
sereau On account of Merscreau, and another to 
Merserest on account of Golsen. Both Golsen 
and Mcrsereau knew that ff these receipts fell 
into the hands of the Government officers they 
would at once see that they mentioned stamps 
which had been reported canceled. and tbat there 
would be no earthly hope under any circumstances 
for those goods, wich had on them the direct 
evidence of crookedness, But the safe which 
contained them was sesled and watched. Goléen 
went to the Dock Company people and tried to get 
out the goeds without presenting the receipts.

COUNTY RELIEF. 
REVELATIONS OF A DETECTIVE. 

When Capt. McGrath took charge of the office of 
County agent of Cook County he came to the con- 
clusion, from close observation, that there was a 
great deal of impostare going on, to the detriment 
of the worthy poor. How to obviate this was the 
chief study of the new Countv Agent. 

He had been furnished by the County Commis- 
sioners with a quota of visitors, and it appears 
some very good men were given him. Some men 
were also on the pay-roll, it seems, who were not 
just the qnes for the place. As the indiscretions 
of these men were ascertained, they were uncere- 
moniously bounced. — were removed. it may 
de added, m. inly on moral grounds. A prostitute 
was receiving aid in one case, say, who negotiated 
her mea)-tickets, and the visitor was receiving 
his recompense therefor. 

Impostors who made applications for relief knew 
the day when.the visitor called. On these occa- 
sions the applicant took good care to hide all his 
or her worldly effects and look as needy as possi- 
ble. On Fourth avenue, and thereabouts, the 
people actually borrowed children of each other 
and passed them along througa the alleys. Then 
there was a 
visitor to look upon. A mother surrounded by six 
or seven children, for instance, was planted in one 
room, with no fuel in the house, nothing to eat, 
and 80 on. 

The County Agent determined not to be im- 
posed upon. e therefore employed a spe- 
cial detective to follow not only suspected visitors, 
but to come when least expected upoa fraudulent 
applicants. Tnat special detective has just fn- 
ished the report of hia investigation through the 
fall, winter, and early — The following ex- 
tracts have been selected:

CRAWFORD. 
ONLY SEVENTEEN YEARS. 

The jury wm the case of Crawford, who had been 
on trial for several days charged with the murder 
of William Shanley, brought in a verdict yester- 
day morning, after being out all night, finding the 
defendant guiity and fixing his imvrisonment at 
seventeen years in the Penitentiary. When the 
jury retired the evening previous, several members 
were in favor of banging, and they fought through 
the greater part of the night, but unsuccess- 
fully, and finally had to suceumb. There was no 
dispute as to Crawford having taken a part in the 
commission of the crime, put there was a dispute, 
growing out of the conflicting testimony, as to 
whether Crawford or Gannon was the principal, 
and this is how the murderer got off so ped 
When tne verdiet was announced the attorneys for 
the prisoner entered a motion for 
trial as a matter of form, 
the afternoon the motion was withdrawn, 
with the consent of Crawford, and he was arraigned 
and sentenced in accordance with the finding of 
the jury. After being sentenced, he remarked in 
court, in talking to a friend, that he would behave 
himself at Joliet, and that in six months he would 
be at large ofits when he would punish State’'s- 
Attorney Mills. 

Orawford was one of the happiest men in jail 
lastnight. ‘*I felt pretty sure, said he to a re- 
porter who cailed, that La get the rope. There 


get me strung. I knew I didn't kill Shanley, but 
there was Mills against me, and I hadn't any mon- 
ey, and my lawyers only took my case out of char- 
ity, for 1 hadn’tanything to pay ‘em. But they 
worked for me as hard as Mills worked against 
me. I don’t know howl shallever thank them 
enough for what ttiey’ve done for me, but if I have 
my health and get out some time, they'll see that I 
don't forget em.

In his talk to the re- 
porter he inveighed bitterly against Gannon and 
Fitcgeraid, who, be said, had sworn falsely against 
him, their testimony contradicting tnat —— at 
the Coroner's inquest and the Gannon trlal. Me- 
Donald, too, came in for a share of his vehement 
deuunciatious, his testimony being declared 
to a lie from beginning to end. Craw- 
ford also let slip something about 
O’ Boyle, the only one of the accused who has not 
yet been caught. He said he knew where he was, 

d had written several letters to him, 

to ody himself up, 

an Rive hie testimony, 
which would show conclusively that he (Craw- 
ford) was not there that night, and which would 
also show who the real murderer was. But 
O’ Boyle was afraid of being tried as an accessory if 
he came to Chicago, and Crawford wouldn't give 
bim away by letting the oilicers know where he 
could be found. ile with O' Boyle's testimony 
the case migat have gone more to his advantage, 
yet he wouldn't put the fellow’s liberty in danger, 
and, on the whole, whatever regrets he might 
have, he was decidediy giad that the case had 
turned out so mach better than he had expected, 
with Mills and a jury of absolute strangers a 
him, and could not say enough in 
praise of his attorneys, who had fought

. WHAT THE BREWERS SAY. 

A reporter yesterday called upon several of the 
most prominent brewers in order tolearn from them 
what action, if any, they proposed to take over the 
recent moveon the part of the saloon-keepers. 
The representative of one of the largest brewing 
firms in the city was found, and as his remarks 
are understood to be expressive of the entire num- 
ber of those connected with the Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation, they are herewith appended. Said the 
reporter: 

Mr. ——, what are you going to do about this 
kick by the saloon-keepers about the price of beer? 
Are yon going to throw off that extra dollar, or 
not? 

Why, there has not been any trouble that I 
know of. The so-called Saloon-Keepers’ Associa- 
tion, which does not represent one-tenth part of 
the trade in this city, sent to the brewers and 


asked a conference. They were met in a friendly 
spirit, and we listened to what they had to say. 
But, after talking the matter over, we came to the 
conclusion that there was no room for a reduc- 
tion, and we so notiſled them. The better class of 
saloon-keepers don't want — ape. redaced to $8, 
and some of them have al y protested against 
it. If beer is reduced the consequence will be 
that a beer-saluon will de started on 
every corner, where they will sell beer two glasses 
for five cents, or will give a large glass and à free 
lunch for a nickel, and thus break up the business.

Thus the dreams of those who hoped for a 
Pope who would reform the Church, who would 
reconcile the Church with State and religion, 
with science and civilization, are dissipated.

SUNDAY PAPERS. 
SERMON BY THE REV. o. L. ASHENFELTER, OF 
SPRINGFIELD, o. 
Correspondence Cincinnalt Commercial. 
SPRINGFELD, O., May 25.—Our city naving 
been considerably worked up over a sermon de- 
livered last Sunday, in which the Sunday papers 
were severely denouneed, the Rev. O. L. Ash- 
enfelter, pastor of the Universalist Church, has 
prepared and will deliver a reply to-morrow 
morning, from which the following are extracts: 


The great evil of pseudo-Protestantism (or- 
thodoxy) is the deprecation of argument. e 
must not investigate too much, it practically 
says; we must not examine popular beliefs and 
pet doctrines, lest we discover their faliacy. We 
must not destroy the occupation of tbe priest 
and preacher, by showing that what is preached 
is a delusion, and not founded upon à correct 
interpretation of Scripture. 

In pertect keeping with the character of our 
modern pseudo-Christianity is its recent deliv- 
erance. this city, on the matter of selling 
Sunday Sbewspapers. For some reason, best 
known to itseif, the real objectionis kept out 
of view, and the plea is offered that the selling 
isa ‘desecration of the Sabbath.“ The word 
„Sabbath isa misnomer. There is no Sap- 
bath in the Christian economy. The Sabbath 
is a dewish institution, and can be found 
in the Mosaic Code, but not in Christ’s. 
lf Christianity abrogates the institutions eof 
Judaism,—which, it is claimed, it does,—then 
the Sabbath is abrogated. The Sabbath is the 
seventh day of the week, not the tirst; and the 
Jews and what are called “Seventh-Day HKap- 
tists are the * people that observe tne 
biblicai Sabbath. The Bible makes no day obii- 
gatory asa day of worship and of cessation 
from labor but the seventh day, or Saturday, 
consequentiy, the whole Coristian Church is a 
Sabbath-breaking ingtitution, because Chris- 
tians universally work and engage in amusement 
on Saturday, waich is the Sabbath of the bible, 
which teachers vo other.

Christ, being a Jew, was, in so 
far, obli to obserye the Sabbath; but with 
it au he horrified those ancient Sabbatarians by 
walking out in the country, by engaging in 
bhilanturophice deeds and social amenities on 
that day. He also taught that Tue Sabbath 
Was made lor man, not man for the Sabbath,“ 
and that Tie Son of Man is Lord of the Sab- 
bath.“ It wan to be no lord over Him. No- 
where in all the teachings of Christ and His 
Apostles can you ind the institution of Sunday. 
Christ didn’t set apart this day as aday of 
worship and cessation from labor; the Apostles 
did not so distinguish it. Neither the Nicene 
Creed nor the cCabons of the seven 
Ecumenical Councils, which embrace all 
the legislation of the whole Christian 
Cuurch on the subject, soecity Sunday as a day 
to be religiously and sacredly kept. For the 
first three centuries of the Chrisuan Church all 

ames and business were allowed on Sunday. 

n $321, Constantine made a law that business be 
suspended on Sunday, called the venerable 
day of the Sun,“ which is the first enactment 
on the subject. The Apostolic and Medieval 
Church observed festival aud saints’ days 
equally witb Sunday. It was only in the 
Reformation period that this day became the 

rincipal day of . And even then 

uther himself said he did not wish Sunday to 
be set up on a Jewish foundation;’’ and he 
ordered his followers to work on it, ride on it, 
dance on it, do anything which shall remove the 
encroachment on Christian liberty. The original, 
unaltered . Confession, the standard 
of the Lutheran Church of this country, reads 
thus: Some argue that Sunday must be kept,— 
aithough not from divine authority,—prescribing 
in what form and to what degree labor may be 
performed on that day. But what else are 
such disputations but snares of conscience? 
For although they presume to modify and miti- 
gate human traditions, yet no mitigation can be 
attained so long as the opinion exists and con- 
tinues that they are necessary. Now this opin- 
ion must continue if men know nothing of the 
righteousness of faith and of Christian liberty.“ 
Compare this dignified declaration with the fiery 
denunciation of modern Lutheranism, and one 
can easily see which is nearer Christian truth 
and Christian charity. 

And go I might show you from Cranmer, Cal- 
vin, Tyndale, and others, how that the Reform- 
ers allowed large liberty on this subject of Sun- 
day observance; but I waive that, and partica- 
Iarly commend Paul's Christian language to the 
bigoted assailants of modern progress and en- 
terprise: Let no man judge you in meat or in 
drink. or én respect of an holy day, or of the new 
moon, or of the S A days.” 

Again he saves: One man esteemeth one 
day above another; another esteemeth every 
day alike. Let every man be fully persuaded in 
his own mind," 

The legal institution of Sunday can be de- 
fended, as a day of rest and recreation, upon 
sanitary grounds and grounds of expediency, 
and all that; but the point I wish to enforce 
here is, that you cannot desecrate the dav as a 
religious day, because it 6 no Christian institu- 
tion. The day doesn’t make a d good or 
bad,—all days are alike in that pect; even 
the Fourth Commandment doesn’t prohibit 
pleasure and enjoyment on the Sabbath day; it 
simply prohibits work. If an excursion train 
on Sunday is a crime, an excursion train on any 
other day is a crime; if it is wrong to sell news.

CATHOLIC GROWTH. 
INCREASE OF ROMANISM IN THE UNITED STATES. 

The Cleveland Le wder—anti-Catholic—is 
alarmed at the rapid growth of the Catholic 
Church in the United States. It makes the 
following estimates and prognostications: 

The Heratd a few days ago saw fit to deride the 
statistics given in the Address of the Order of 
the American Union,” as to the increase of Roman- 
ism. We will copy the statistics given in that ad- 
dress, and then it can be scen how much ground 
the Herald has for ridiculing those figures:

It should be bornein mind, we wo again, 
that the ratt of increase of Roman Catholics in 
this last table is only one-half of that which tbat 
Charch had for seventy years previous to 1860, 
and that the ratio of increase of general popula- 
tion is reduced 35 ver cent compared with what it 
was previous to 1860, thus giving the Catholics the 
heavier reduction in the ratio of increase. Ac- 
cording to this, in thirty rears from now they will 
number one-third of our population; in forty 
years two-fifths, and in fifty-two years they will 
outnumber all non-Catholics. 

The estimate of the KRomish population in this 
country, 7. 500, „is certainly not exaggerated, 
waen the principal vaperof that denominaiion, 
the Boston Pilot, claims 8,000,000. The great 
increase of that sect is further confirmed’ by the 
following statement of increase of churches and 
property belonging to it, which we take from the 
census report, and from Sadlier’s Catholic Direc- 
tory:

Increase in twenty years ending 1870, about 650 
percent. But according to the address of the O. 
A. U., the real amount of the Romish Church 
property to-day is about $250,000,000. We will 
Cepy that portion of the address: 

In the Census Reports for 1870 the priesthood of 
the Church of Rome reported only $60, 985. 565 of 
Chufch property. while the Methodists, with their 
cheap church edifice, reported $69,854,121. Any 
intciligept man knows from persona) observation 
that the Romisa property exceeds in value three or 
four times that of the Methodist Church. Look at 
the $10. 000,000 cathedral in New York City, the 
$5, 000, 000 cathdral in Boston, the $1, 000, 000 St. 
Alphonsus’ Church, New York City, the $1, 000, 000 
convent at Bloomingdale, end their 9,000 churches, 
schools, colleges, convents, monasteries, asylums, 
aud other institutions, costinz from as bigh as up- 
wards of $1,000.000 down to $5,000. The 47 
lanttc Monthly of April. 1868, in an article puo- 
lished on the subject, gave the value of the Rom- 
ish property in the archdiocese of New York City 
at $50,000,000. According to that. allowing for 
ten years’ increase, the property of that 
Church in that city te-day exceeds in value 
the entire amount of the whole country faiscly 
estimated by the priesthood to the census officials 
in 1870. At the lowest calculation, the value of 

roperty owned by the sixty Archbishops and 

ishops exceeds $250, 000,000, which is an aver- 
age of about $4,000,000 to each diocese. Or de- 
duct $60, 000, 000 for the dioceses of New York and 
Brooklyn, $15, 000,000 for the diocese of Boston, 
$15, 000. 000 for that of Philadelphia, $10, 000. - 
000 each for Baltimore, New Orleans, and San 
Francisco, aud it would leave an average of two 
million and a quarter for each of the remaining 
dioceses. The motive of the priesthood in falsely 
reporting their property is the fear that its enorm- 
ous real proportion would set the American people 
to thinking of the propriety of so much property 
being held by a few ecclesiastics, exempted. as 
most of itis, from taxation. Another motive for 
undervaluing, is the effect it would have on their 
trying to collect money for the Church, if the im- 
mensity of the amount was known. 


Tue rapid growth of Romanism in this coun- 
try is chiefly due to the immigration of Irish, 
South Germans, Bohemians, Austrians, French, 
Italians, etc., but most of all to the Irish. 
This food bas spent its force. The population 
ot Ireland since 1847 has fallen off 50 per cent; 
comparatively few Catholics are now migrating 
to this country, from Ireland or Germany, and 
this fact spoils the whole effect of the Leader’s 
alarming figures. The Catholic Church will 
undoubtedly continue to be a strong ecclesias- 
tical denomination in this country, but it will 
be a long time before it outnumbers and over- 
shadows the Protestant masses.

About $5,000 wil! need to be expended on the 
building to adapt it for present use. 


King Humbert of Sardinia had supplication 
made to the Pope to remove the interdict on 
the Quirinal, in order that an altar might be 
prepared in it and mass celebrated, copformably 
to the decree conceded of old to royal dwellings. 
Lev XIIL. replied that be would firmly maintain 
until the end that interdict with which Pius IX. 
had stricken the Apostolic palace. That palace, 
built with the money of Christians, is the 
Pope’s, who will mot renounce any of his 
rights. 


The Atlanta (Ga.) Presbytery has decided 
against Deacon Frank E. Block, on his appeal 
from the sentence of bischurch suspending him 
from membership, for ailowing round and 
square dances in his parlor. Eighteen members 
of the Presbytery voted against sustaining the 
appeal, eight iv favor of sustaining it in the 
whole, and eight to sustain it in part. Mr. 
Block-eppeais to the Syn 
will undoubtedly be carrie 
sembly. 


The annual session of the Baptist Union of 
Great Britain and Ireland was held recently in 
London. The Rev. Hugh Stowell Browo pro- 
sided. The annual repcrt stated that the num- 
ber of members in the churches connected with 
the union was 270,000, with 1.524 pastors, 3,381 
evangelists, and 370,000 Sunday scholars. The 
President, in his address, advocated a close 
union of the churches, and thought it would be 
well for the deuomination if the smaller and 
weaker churches in a district combined to make 
one strong ehurch. 


Many of the Irish Catholic papers havin 
nitched into Bishop Becker for nis want of wa 
pathy for Fenianism, tiie Mirror says: It is 
well kuown that the Rt. Rev. Bishop of Wil- 
mingtou has a sincere love for the Irish, and it 
was his interest in their welfare that, probably, 
led him to give the reasons why the Church 
condemns secret societies. His Lordship can 
speak the Irish language fluently. He hears 
confessions in it, and seldom or nevér traveis 
without carrying some of Father Ulie Burk’s 
Irish works with him. What other American 
prelate can say the same! 


The Rev. Charles Parker, sometimes called 
„The Blind Preacher,“ is pastor of the Hudson 
Street Reformed Church of Hoboken, N. J. His 
daughter is one of the most stringent temper- 
ance reformers, bitterly op to the use of 
‘fermented wine“ at the Lord's Supper. Her 
influence ied her father frequentlv to preach ea 
the subject, and, as might — been expected, 
the church has divided on tue question. Some 
dissatisfied persons said that the cuurch was 
ruled by the minister's daughter,“ and they 
industriously widened the breach. Matters have 
thus gone on from bad to worse, until the Con- 
sistory has requested the pastor to retire. 


The Catholic 1 for the Propagation of 
the Faith, which has its headquarters at Lyons, 
France, reports receipts for the past year of 
6,142,926 francs, being an increase of 211,976 
francs over the income of 1876. Of the total 
amount, 4,301,754 was raised in France, 1,641,- 
646 in the rest of Europe, 10,434 ip Asia, . 
652 in Africa, 4,204 in Oveanica, and 156.236 in 
America. England gare 43,831 and irelana 102.- 
547. In the Uuited States only 57,204 trancs 
were raised. The Afissions Catholiques, af Lyons, 
says of tuis: We do not see without regret 
that the United States continue to hold them- 
selves nearly apart the work watch has 
helped to the creation and maintenance of 
churches now flourishing in that vast and opu- 
lent country.“

Cincinnati Commercial. 

The Roman prelate’ who has been writing 
to the New York Hera/d in regard to the dogmas 
aud usages of his Church, in his latest letter 
predicts that Leo XIII. will make no new dog- 
mas, and, moreover, asserts that the bull [n- 
effabilis of 1854, declaring the Virgin motner to 
have been immaculate in ber birth, was never 
legally promulgated. It was published, but the 
assembly of Bishops, by whose aid the decision 
was reached, was not a council, and St. Peter’s 
Cnurch was not an official station for the pro- 
mulgation of a dogmatic or disciplinary law. The 
Pope bad the power to change formalities, but 
he announced no intention of doing so, saying 
nothing onthe subject. The bull was not at 
first fully drawn up, and was rejected by the 
Bishops, after examining the rough draft, ou 
the ground of insufficient theological basis. 
When completed, it was never properiv posted, 
and the question of its legality should therefore 
be looked into. These criticisms are based on 
questions almost ubintelligible and not very 
interesting to parties outside the Roman 
Church, but the fact of their being made on up- 
parently high authority is signilicant.

The Baptists, long as they 
have existed in England, number to-day less 
than 250,000; for 100 years they have existed ia 
the United States, and now ther number 
2,000,000, and their lines have gone out into all 
the earth, and their missionaries to the end of 
the world. In educational facilities, too, the 
American Baptists have far outstripped their 
transatiantic brethren. Fifty-two college 
academies, seminaries, and other schools, an 
nearly 10,000 pupils in them, is a grand exhibi- 
tion tor any denomination after a century’s ex- 
istence. The accumulation of ecclesiastical and 
educational y bas kept pace also with 
their numerical and their chief regret 
to-day is a debt on their missionary society of 
$26,000, and decreased contributions to tnis and 
other — 7 interests.

A very neat libretto has been issued, 
and from it we take some facts of gencral in- 
terest concerning the composer and bis Odys- 
eus.“ He was born at Cologne, Jan. 6, 
1888. His early studies were pursucd with 
Ferdinand Hiller and subsequently be studied 
with Reinecke and Breuning, In 1805 he was 
appointed musical director in the institute in 
Cobienz, and two years later he was made Cap- 
eimeister in Sondershausen. He retired from 
the latter position in 1870 and removed to Ber- 
lin. His first work of large proportion was an 
operetta, *“‘Jest, Deceit, aud Intrigue,’’ which 
was followed by two compositions for solos, 
chorus and orchestra. Jubilate and Amen and 
Die Birken and die Erlen.“ In 1868 he pro- 
auced his Loreley with success. Since that 
time he has written the cantatas The Fligut of 
the Holy Famiiy,’’ „Scenes from the Frithjof 
Saga, “Fair Ellen.“ and the Odysseus,” 
which was produced during the past season in 
London with great success. It is devoted to 
some of the more graphic episodes of Homer’s 
Odyssey, including Uiyases, Hermes, and the 
nymphs on the island of Calypso; Uvtysses in 
irre Bore Ans theres “Urges amd the 
Sirens; a storm at se; Jenelope mourning for 
41 his rescue by ~ Nansikaa and her 
maids; the festival of the Pheuicians 
iu boner of Ulysses; Penelope weaving the gar- 
ment: and Ulysses’ return to the festival at 
Ithica, ending with his reunion with Pene‘ope.

She was not exactly very bad; but she was dread- 
fuily uninteresting. The performance was as 9% 
whole dresry beyond expression, though Signor 
Baccei sometimes enlivened it somewhat by pre- 
senti a curiously comic.

THE DRAMA. 
MR. BRONSON WARD'S NEW COMBDY-FARCE, 
“HURRICANES,” 
has/achieved, unquestionably, a popular suc- 
cess; and, considcring the somewhat hurried 
manner in which it was done last Monday night 
at Hooley's, the reception it met with from an 
unusually discriminative audience was a sub- 
stantial indorsement of the work. There is 
considerable room for improvement in the rep- 
resentation of the piece, which the author will 
doubtless see fit to suggest at his leisure. The 
detects which are most apparent cannot be laid 
to the charge of the actors, who have deserved 
throughout all praise for their felicitous ren- 
dering, nor to the piece itself, which is full of 
excellent comic situations and sparkling dia- 
logue. They are due rather to inefficient 
stage management, which permits the intro- 
duction into scenes, which are sufficiently 
amusing in themselves, of an element of mere 
burlesque. Even in a breezy trifle like this, 
which makes no high pretensions to be a reflex 
of contemporary life and manners, but only a 
humorous caricature of certain complexities of 
domestic life, itis not wise to “overstep the 
modesty of Nature.” As soon as comedy de- 
generates into buffoonerv it becomes, not 
laughabie, but tedious. The sceves in which 
the four strong men” are discomfited by the 
mother-in-law may be cited as a sample of poor 
taste in the management of situations 
which have the essential elements of 
fun in them, and which are all but 
ruined in their effect by being overdone. It is 
as easy to remedy such defects as it is to point 
them out, and we imagine that Mr. Howard’s 
good taste will show him that his comedy is 
strong enough to rest on more legitimate metn- 
ods in its representation. These are, however, 
but small faults in a piece which has given un- 
bounded satisfaction to the public for a week, 
and which is sure to win the approval of all who 
ean enjoy an evening of innocent mirth. The 
d Mave Wade The dutribation of 
the characters showed good judgment, and re- 
suited in as smooth and symmetrical a pertorm- 
apce as could be desired. There is no star part 
in the dranfa, and it would be difficult to select 
any one member of the combination for special 
distinction.

M’°VICKER. 
INTERVIEWED BY “ ITHURIEL.” 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, May 30.—As I strolled into Mor- 
ris Simmonds’ office this afternoon, the first 
familiar face I saw was that of J. H. McVicker. 
In the course of my subsequent conversation 
with him, I gleaned a good many facts of gen- 
eral interest, as showing some ot the inside 
workings of the dramatic profession, and also, 


in a measure, foreshadowing Mr. Mevieker's 7 


own plans for the next season. Although he 
told me distinctly that he had as yet made no 
arrangements for the fall and winter campaign, 
and had not even denned his policy, it 
seemed to me that the train of thoughts which 
evidently possessed his mind might indicate, 
in some part at least, the drift of his scheme. 

„Ho long do you remain in town!” Lasked. 

„All summer, probably. That is to say, my 
headquarters wiil be here, and 1 shall spend the 
greater portion of my time in the metropolis, 
only abseuting myself for two or three days at 


a time.“ . 
“What has been the success of the past 


winter!“ 

„Well, I ean't complain on the whole. The 
season in Chicago has, I think, been in many 
respects better than for some years, and, con- 
sidering the times, the success is rather encour- 
aging. The only difference I have noticed is 
that we have to work harder nowadays to make 
a play go than we used.“ 

‘¢ What are you going to do next season!“ 

„I don’t know yet. Iam now here for the 
purpose of scanning the theatrical horizon, and 
trying to. determine which way the wind will 
blow some months hence.” 

Do you anticipate a lively season!“ 

„Well, no; I can’t say that I do—at any rate 
not livelier than the past one. I hear a good 
deal of talk about the good prospects in regard 
to the crups this year, but I think too much im- 
portance is attached to that element of pros- 
perity, because our crops in the West are al- 
ways good. Occasionally there isa failure in 
one particular section, bu it is my impression 
that such a failure is not felt outside of the im- 
mediate vicinity. To tell the truth, I don’t see 
how we are going to have real good times again 
until our industries are set to work ance more. 
The theatres in the iarge vities are well patron- 
ized by the class of people who work for a 
living, aud it stands to reuson that, when they 
are out of employment, the amusement-givers 
must suffer.“ 

* You will employ a stock company next ses- 
son, as usual, I suppose!“ } 

„Well, I haven't even thoroughly decided on 
that point yet. During the past winter I have 
kept a large company at work nearly all the 
time. It was a good company too, and com- 
pared very favorably with the best combinations 
that visited Chicago. In fact, there were only 
one or two out of the whole number which even 
approached mine in merit. But <his combiua- 
tion system is ruining the profession in every 
way. It has crown enormous in the past few 

ears. Why, you will be sur to learn that 
in all the large cities of th® immense country 
there have not been more than a dozen regular- 
ly organized stock theatres running during the 
past year, where there ought to- fifty or sixty. 
The combination system is what as killed out 

the old element. I is educating the taste of 
the people by imperceptible degrees, so that 
unless there is s change very shortly it won't be 
two years before there isnt a stock 
theatre in existence outside New York 
City. Tre reason is simple enough. 
Take Chicago, for instance. Supposing 
‘ After Dark’ to be the attraction at my house, 
while one of the other theatres presents Mr. 
Jefferson or Mod * supported by a ‘snap’ 
company. Now, it don’t matter how well m: 
play is produced, how capable each member o 
my company may be in his or ber part, or how 
expensive and claborate my scenic preparations 
may be. It makes no difference how far supe- 
rior my general entertainment is considered by 
those peuple best qualified to — The pub- 
lic says: We can see Mr. McVicker’s company 
at any time, and so there is no hurry about go- 
ing there. But we can only witness Rip Van 
Winkie or Camille this week, and therefore we 
will take in one of these, postponing our visit 
to McVicker’s until sume other time.“ 

„Then these same people come to me and 
say: Well, why don’t you have Modjeska or 
Mr. Jefferson at your house? Then we’d come 
and sce them. Really, you know, it would be 
so much more enjoyable to see their plays pro- 
duced with your fine scenery and company, and 
if you’d only have these stars we should very 
much prefer to see them here, than elsewhere 
under other conditions.’ 

No, tais is why 1 don’t have them at m 
house: My compauy is an etpensive, eue; t 
employ two high-salaricd scenic artists to get 
up elaborate sets; I use the best properties of 
all kinds in the production of my plays. How 
is it with the theatres where stars and combina- 
tions fill the season? Taney employ no actors or 
artists regularly, only hiring them upon the 
1 system, when the occasion requires. 

bus they avoid constant expense. Half the 
managers of combinations negiect to send ahead 
their ‘ plots’ of scenery and proverties, so that 
when the company arrive they have to be con- 
tent with whatever is in the house. Thus, run- 
ning their theatres ata weekly expense which 
is merely trivial when compared with the out- 
lay which necessarily follows a regular theatre. 
they are enabled to offer stars and combina- 
tions a greater share of the receipts than 1 could 
afford to do. And a star or manager of a 
combination will ordiparily goto the theatre 
where he can get the biggest terms. They 
don’t care how their pieces are produced, so the 
income is heavy,—at least they are willing to 
sink their pride fora matter of doilars and 
cents. 

So, you see, the people are being educated, 
day by day, and week by week, to wateh for 
fresh faces, and to give the go-by to the re- 
sponsible and good old stand-bys, The other 
managers, therefore, have the advantage. For, 
while 1 get credit and praise showered over me 
deeply enough to drown a man, they hand in 
the more availiable products of ap on, I 
only take this as an example, and not for the 
purpose of pointing to my own business. It is 
the condition all over the country. In any city 
where there is one theatre which supports a 
good company and produces pieces in good 
shave, while there are two or three others which 
bring plays out the best way they can, the jat- 
ter are bound to succeed the best, because they 
can give the highest terms.

JEW AND GENTILE. 
OCincinnatt Gasette, May 30. 

Jewish and Gentile circies cognizant of the 
occurrence were alike startled yesterday over a 
rumor of the marriage of a daughter of Rabbi 
Wise, editor of the Jsraclite, to Mr. James 
Molouy, @ prominent young attorney of the 
Christian faith. Marriages between Jew and 
Gentile are 80 rare, even at this day, that few 
comprehend the seriousness of their na- 
ture te the family of the for- 
mer. While there are no canons of the 
Jewish Church expressly forbidding intermar- 
riage with Gentiles, traditions of the old Mosaic 
prohibition of such marriages are strictly ob- 
served. These are explicitiy defined in Jose 
phus, and apply generally to all such intermar- 
riages. The offense is greater when committed 
by the daughter of a Jewish priest, as expressed 
in the twelfth verse of the twenty-second chap- 
ter of Leviticus, as follows: If the priest’s 
daughter also be married unto a stranger she 
may not eat of an offering of the holy things.” 
She is excommunicated, debarred from all fel- 
lowship with her people, and theoretically as 
well as practically dead to her own family, ex- 
cept she be left a widow, or separate from her 
husband and return to her own people. Jews 
encourage social intermingling with Christians, 
but adbere with unchanging fidelity to their 
rules against intermarriage. 

For a number of years the family of the Rev. 
Isaac M. Wise and that of Mr. Molony were 
neighbors on College Hill. Rabbi Wise at the 
time was a widower, with a grown-up daughter, 
Miss Helen, and two sons. The daughter is de- 
scribed as a beautiful girl of light complexion, 
intelligent, accomplished, lovely in manners, and 
lovable in 1 Mr. Molony is well known 
throughout the county as a young attorney of 
considerable promise and practice. A few vears 
ago he acted as * ty-Sherifl, afterward as as- 
sistant to Mr. C. W. Baker, when that gentle- 
man was Prosecuting Attorner, and for the past 
two or three years has been engaged in the 
practice of law with his brother. Two years 
ago he was a candidate or the State Legislature 
onthe Democratic ticket. His father, now 
dead, was Professor of English Literature in 
Farmers’ College. He had been a Catholic 
priest in Ireland, but renounced that faith and 
became a member of the Episcopal Church. He 
was one of the founders of Farmers’ College. 

While Mr. Motony is not regarded as a mem- 
ber of auy church, he has been a regular attend- 
ant at the services of both the Episcopal and 
Presbyterian churches on College Hill. He is a 

oung man of fine personal appearance, tall, 

ight complexion, brignt, and rather brilliant in 
couversation.—on the whole, such a man as the 
average young ladv might be pardoned for fall- 
ing in love with. While living on College Hill 
the two families were quite intimately associated. 
Some of the boys of each were classmates in 
college, and, when a younger brother ot Mr. 
James Molony died afew years ago,a brother 
of the present bride acted as one of the pall- 
bearers. A mutual attachment sprang up be- 
tween the two under discussion, which neither 
for a time felt willing to acknowledge. It was 
discovered by Raobi Wise almost before the 
young people were themselves aware of its exist- 
ence, aod naturally enough developed into an 
eagagernens. Every effort was made to prevent 
it from growing further, but without avail. The 
young lady was sent East for nearly a year, but 
a lar correspondence was kept up between 
herself and lover. On her return, the father, 
who realized sadly the terrors of the impending 
blow, argued, pleaded, and used every possible 
effort to cause a separation. The young lady 
hesitated, consented te separate, wavered, and 
finally with more determination than ever de- 
cided to adhere to her lover. It was a case of 
devotion on each side which resisted all press- 
ure. A year and a half ago Mr. Molony was for- 
bidden the Rabbi’s house, but the lovers en- 

aged in a clandestine correspondence, and had 
requent interviews. Aday was set for their 
elopement, but was postponed at the time for 

rudent reasons. The date was refixed for last 

‘uesday. Miss Wise left:bome on Tuesday af- 
ternoon at 8 o’clock, and, having many relatives 
and friends in the city, her absence for a day or 
two even would not occasion surprise in her 
family. Mr. Molony during the afternoon pro- 
cured his marriage license, and succeeded in 
having its issue concealed from public 
inspection for the time. About half-past 8 
o’clock they rode to the residence of the Rev. C. 
W. Wendte, No. 366 West Seventh street. Mr. 
Wendte was absent, but was sentfor, and on 
his arrival Mr. Molony introduced himself and 
presented his license. Both parties were stran- 
gers to the clergyman, and his only duty ap- 
peared to be to satisfy himself that the young 
lady was of legal age. It never for a moment 
occurred tohim that the Miss Wise whose name 
he read on the license was the daughter of the 
Rabbi with whom for some time past he has 
been ehgaged ina spirited public controversy. 
Had be known it, he says he would have best- 
tated as to his duty in the matter. he ac- 
cordingly tied the knot in the brief form pe- 
euliar to the Unitarian Church, and which can 
be accepted conscientiously by Jew as weil as 
Gentile. The newly-wedded pair repaired to 
the Galt House for the nicht, and in the morn- 
ing the bride returned to her home, informed 
ber stepmother of the startling occurrence, and 
returned with her wardrobe to the hotel, where 
they will remain until their preparations are 
completed for a wedding tour.

NEW WONDERS OF 
PHONE, 
An entirely new field of science has been open- 
ed by the discoveries in te line of the phono- 
graph and teiewhone. The limit can hardly be 
guessed at. The latest thing is the [fnvention 
of an instrument that bears the same relation to 
our capacity for hearing that the microscope or 
teleseope does to vision. The new device mag- 
nities sound; it is appropriately call the micro- 
phone. By ite means, sounds eo faint that they 
have never before been heard by human ears 
may be made of any degree ofioudness. A 
teather’s edge, brushed over the sounding- 
board of this instrument, has been made to 
crash upon the ears of the listefers. The touch 
of the tip of s camel’s-bair brush was the occa- 
sion of “acrackling noise, of which the in- 
tensity was almost painful to the ear.” 
The faintest whisper of the human voice 
can be produced in the loudest tones. 
Prof. D. E. Hughes, the inventor of a type- 
printing telegraph instrument, is the invenior 
of a microphone, of which he has given a full 
account to the Koyal Society of London, and 
the steps by which he was led up to the inven- 
tion. The apparatus which he has employed for 
his new experiments is of the simpiest charac- 
ter, and the most trifling cost. With it he has 
made the footsteps of a house-fly distinctly aud- 
ible; and all these sounds, after being irensi- 
fied. are transmitted to any needful distance by 
the ordinary telephone. ts recent exhibition 
of these experiments to a few scientific friends 
in London, all the astonishing effects that have 
been referred to were easily produced, except 
the fy performance. With great difficulty (says 
Natere) the philosophers found a fly in the 
house. With yet greater dimulty they caugnt 
the insect. But the final trouble was 
insurmountable; the captured fly would stay on 
the glass tum bier that im orisoned him; nothing 
could induce him to walk on the sounding- 
board which thetumbiercovered. Aature states 
that Prof. Hughes has discovered that the vi- 
brations of sound are reproduced, with the 
gréatest delicacy and increased force, by certain 
materiale interposed in an electric circuit. The 
reproduced sounds gain their increase of power, 
doubtless, at the expense of the current. After 
a large number of experiments, he gives the 
preference to carbon for this purpose, —especlal- 
ly to pieces of charcoal that have been heated 
to whiteness, and then plunged into mercury. 
These pieces. in one of his experiments, he 
placed in a glass tube, and brought a pressure 
upon them that squeezed their ends together. 
This apparatus was made part of a closed elec- 
tric cireult of three emali cups. A Bell tele- 
phone was then introduced into the circuit, and 
the whole thing was complete. All that was 
necessary to do was to talk to the tube, even at 
a respectful distance from it, and the telephone 
repeated the sound, at any distance yet tried, 
with a loudness dependent only on the pressure 
in the tabe. This invention will enable the 
telephone to do all that was hoped for it, and 
what it was feared it never could accomplish. 
As an exchange remarks: This disposes at 
once of the fear that the telephone was nearing 
the end of its usefulness as an instrument of 
conveying speech. It is only at the beginning. 
With such means there will be no obstacle to 
reporting a public speaker or singer: no diffi- 
culty, in fact, in hearing whispers inaudible to 
unassisted ears.“

EDISON, THE MAGICIAN,

While Mr. Edison is preparing a sheet of tin- 
foil to place upon the cylinder, we will take a 
look at him. He is a hard man to describe, and 
no description yet given of him seems exactly 
correct. He looks young and yet old—wora 
and yet fresh. His face is boyish, and has still 
a predominance of manly characteristics, A 
finely-shaped head is thatched with a somewhat 
unruly shock of hair, well sprinkled with gray, 
which projects over, but does not overhang, a 
finely-shaped forehead, that bears well-detined 
though not deep lines. His countenance is 
open, his gray eyes are bright, his nose and 
mouth are well shaped, and ne is in face very 
far from being a homely man. COlean-shaven, 
his flesh is pale and unhealthy in ap- 
pearance. When he is experimenting, he 
wears a thoroughly earnest look, and as he 
speaks his countenance tells quickly whether the 
thought in his mind is one of-veicht or of 
pleasantry. In height he is about five fect 
seven inches, and, excepting a very slight stoop 
of the shouiders, is of good fizure and is firm! 
built. He is not so deaf as has been described, 
and it is not a fact that he has never heard the 
voice of his own invention. IIe is very hard of 
hearing, but by —— his ear close to the 
sounder of the telephone, he hears readily, and 
is very quick to detect false time or false tones. 
His voice is soft and pleasant, and heis some- 
thing of singer. Witha very retentive memory 
and a wide range of reading, heis able to re- 
peat man ms from memory, and in doing so 
delivers the lines with good taste and expres- 
sion. He has been described as being carcless 
and slouchy in his dress, but the Boston party 
found this description scarcely justified. There 
was little of carelessness in his get-up, but 
there was no evidence of slouchiness. With 
Mr. Edison’s previous history the public is al- 
ready more or less familiar. He was born at 
Milan, O., Feb. 11, 1847, bis ancestors having 
come to this country in 1730. The Edisons sre 
a long-lived race, his great ndfather having 
lived to be 120 years old, and his grandfather to 
be 103. Mr. Edison’s father is neg living, at the 
age of 74, hale and hearty, and, Visiting his son 
the other day, outran him in a short foot-race. 
Edison’s mother was a Massachusett’s Jady, cul- 
tivated and educated, and was so faithfula 
mother that, although her son never went to 
school more than two months in his life, he is 
well educated, being master of several lan- 
guages, and well read in history, general litera- 
ture, and science. His early years were full of 
changes, and, as train-boy, proprietor of a 
newspaper-stand, engine hand, newspaper pub- 
lisher, telegraph operator, and electrician, saw 
many phases of life before be reached his ma- 
jority.

Does the Earth. Belong to the 
Communists ? ‘ 


Or Tools to the Toiler if He Don’t 
Buy Them ? 


Jane Grey Swisshelm Frees Her 
Mind Freely. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Swissvaue, Pa., May 28.—I am indebted to A. 
R. Parsons, Chicago. Communist,“ for several 
copies of the National Platform and Prine- 
ples of the Socialistic Labor Party.“ It con- 
sists of a headboard in three sections, seven- 
teen planks in Roman characters, and an Italie 
frame, the top of which is this: “ The Fart t 
man’s, and the fuliness thereof.” One side is, 
‘* Production belongs to the Producer—The Toots 
belong to the Toller; the other side is, * Eeo- 
nomical, Political, and Religious Liberty constitute 
the Holy Trinity of Human Freedom ;"’ and the 
bottom is secured by this elaborate bit of mold- 
ing: » The wnoarnce of the workingman as to his 
rights and wrongs ts the,cause of his enslavement 
by the intellectual ruffians of the age.” 

am not an expert about carpenter-work ; but 
it seems to me that the sides of this frame do 
not fit the top, and the bottom is quite discon- 
nected from the other parts. The corners do 


not come together. There is no mitre, or mor- 
tise, or joint, or nin, that I can see; and that 
platform must fall to pieces if it depends upon 
the frame, or I know even less about joiners’ 
work than | supposed. 

Let me see: The Earth is Man's.“ Did man 
make the earth! The philosophers and divines 
, agree that it is a production.“ Is man the 
producer“ ! If not, bow does it come to be- 
long to him? 

Property is subject to the control of the 
owner. Can man control the earth? Can he 
stop it from spinning around the sun? Can he 
govern its storms, its sunshine and clouds, its: 
cold or heat! Does it not open its mouth ana 
swallow him with its quakings; bury him in 
its oceans; withbold its reward for his toil, and 
doom him to famine and death; poison him with 
its miasmas; turn him to ice with its cold; dis- 
solve him with its heat 

„»The Earth is Man’s?”” I should really like 
to know how he acauired this refractory piece 
of property, and what he intends to do with it. 

It does seem to me that any man who has 
sensé enough to sawa stick of wood in two 
mut see that the top of this frame does not fit 
the left side, and never can be made to fit it. 
The earth is the largest production of which 
we have any intimate knowledge ; and, if it does 
not belong to the producer by right of pro- 
duction, this whole frame is knocked into 
splinters; and it is all splinters if it does. 

lf the race owns the earth without reference 
to the producer, why may not any individual of 
It own v much of it as he can ride around, with- 
out reference to the rights of other individuals? 
On the contrery, if The Earth is the Lord's,“ 
as the old Bible says it is. what shall we think 
of the reformers who begin business by stealing 
the Lord’s property, and excluding the very 
name of the Produber from His production? 

But Tools belong to the Toiler.”” Woes this 
mean that a spade belongs to the man who digs 
with it, and not to the man who made it? 

More than a year ago I bought a space, and, 
in so doing, acquired the right of the man who 
made it, by paying him for his labor. Oue Sab- 
bath afternoon, a big Irishman came to our 
kitcheu-door, begging bread. He said he was 
hunting work, and I offered to employ him. He 
accepted, and was supplied with supper, bed, 
and breakfast’ next morning, and went out, 
with some others, to dig a ditch. I went to 
give directions, when he turned and informed 
me that he had not come to this country to 
be bossed by a woman.“ I toldthim, Of course 
not, and thata man who handled a spade as 
beautifully as he did had no need to be bossed 
by any one; but, if he would just jook, he 
would see that that bank was not straignt, 
and that it would be much better to hare some 
more dug from it. He did as I required, ana I 
kept him several days, during which he told his 
experience to our other workmen. He had been 
earning more money than I had, without work- 
ing nearly so many hours, or nearly so hard, 
according to his strength, and had spent his sal- 
ary in whiskg ; bad once robbed a little girl on 
the high rogd to get more money to buy more 
whisky; while I saved my money and bought a 
spade. Now 1 would respectfully ask Mr. Par- 
sons whether that spade belon to me, or to 
Paddy, who dug with it. Paddy evidently 
thought that Tools belong to the Toller,“ for 
he took my spade with him when he proceeded 
on his travel. 

During the past sixteen months I have had 
considerable experience about tools, and have 
found that the toiler seldom or ever had any; 
that it was my high privilece to supply them 
when i wanted any work done; that they fur- 
nished him employment in hunting them; and 
that he never knew where be had put them 
when he used them last. They were always his 
when they were to be broken or lost, and mine 
when they were to be repaired or replaced. 
Would Mr. Parsons beso good astolet me 
know who is to furnish the tools which “ belong 
to the toller,“ and about how many will be re- 
quired to supply the demand; also, if the toiler 
could be induced to keep them in repair, or who 
is to pay the blacksmith. 

Again: what class of toilers are to be furntsh- 
ed with tools? Shall 1 have a right to call upon 
some one for a new pen,—this one is about worn 
out—a thimble, scissors, needles, etc., etc.! 
And, if so, on whom shall [ call? I used to 
think my tools were mine when I had bought 
and paid for them; but, in the good time of So- 
cialism, will some one supply me with tools! 

It would be very nice to have one’s tools fur- 
nished free, gratis, for nothing, and never a 
cent to pay; but there is some danger that the 
business of tool-making will go out of fashion. 
Will not our shovel-factories stop work if all 
the shovels belong to the men who throw clay 
into wheelbarrows, without reference to those 
who dig the ore out of the eafth, smelt it, and 
make it into blades, and those wh») cut down 
trees and convert them into handles? 

But the right-hand side of the frame of this 


% Economical, Political, and Religious Liberty.” 
Whatever is Economical Liberty? Does Mr. 
Parsons mean that workingmen are not now at 
liberty to be economical, and do wicked capt- 
talists compel them to spend their wages in rum 
and beer, cigars and etceteras, and thus prevent 
them from being capitalists! it is beyond ques- 
tion that a man who works regularly and is 
economical does become a capitalist: and is it 
true that some combination denies to the honest 
toiler this inestimable boon of 9 — ne me If so, 
that combination should be resisted to the 
death; for economy and industry, and this 
alone, will secure to any man the glorious 
privilege of being — 2 ent.“ 

As for the bottom of the frame, it is not even 
stuck on with glue. 

How do the workingmen of this country come 
to be ignorant, after all the teaching of “The 
Agitation Committee,“ who avoid all work 
themselves by getting 10-cent subscriptions 
from the men who work? Who are “the intel- 
lectual ruffians’’ who enslave them? Is it 
Morse who taught the lightning to carry news 
for them: or Fulton, who made steam their 
servant! Intellect has lifted untold burdens 
from the shoulders of workingmen; and what 
are we to think of those who wovld make war 
between it and labor? The workingman must 
be a dolt. indeed, who does not see the blessing 
bestowed upon all ciasses of society by one 

uch man as the inventor of the safety-lamp; 

d who does not know that the greatest intel- 
lects sometimes spring from the masses of labor- 
ing men? Those who would associate, in the 
minds of laboring men, intellect with ruffian- 
ism, are certainly blind leaders of the blind 
and all who follow them shall, with them, fall

POTTER RESOLUTIONS. 


Letter from Thurlow Weed—A Revolution- 
ary Movement—Base Ingratitude of the 
South to President Hayes—The Commun- 
ists Given New Life. 

New Tonk, May 28.— To the Editor of the 
New York Tribune: The revolutionary move- 
ment in Congress has awakened the most 
thoughtful and the most anxious attention of 
all intelligent citizens. It seeks, atan inau- 
spicious moment, to reopen a question which for 
several months threatened our country with a 


renewal of civil war. That question was finally 
determined by a high tribunal created by and 
with the consent of the contending par- 
ties. The decision of that tribunal was 
acquiesced in by those who confidently 
expected but failed to obtain a verdict in 
their favor. The President-elect was peacefully 
inaugurated. He stgualized his advent to power 
by remanding the Goveraments of South Caro- 
lina and Lousiana to Democfaiic contestants. 
His Administration has been marked, so far, in 
its action and sympathies, by a manifest desire 
to promote in every possible way the welfare of 
the South. 

Nor is this all. A Democrat was inyited into 
his Cabinet, and a liberal snare of Federal pat- 
ronage was bestowed upon Democrats who were 
actively engaged in a war against the Govern- 
ment and the Union. ludeed. the proclivities 
of the Administration in that direction have 
been so stroug as greativ to weaken 
its hold upon Republicans, North and 
South. The Potter resolutions, therefore, 
not only violate faith, but are unprovoked 
and wanton; and yet, with two exceptions, thev 
received a united Democratic vote. After all 
that President Hayes has done for the South. 
between ninety and a hundred Southern Rep- 
resentatives went back on him.“ This goes 
far to justify what seemed a severe reply of a 
gentleman in this city, who was asked what he 
thought of the President's Southern policy. 
We are forgiving,” said Mr. B., those who 
will never forgive us, and who despwe us for 
forgiving them.“ From this category I gladly 
except the Hon. Alexander H. Stephens, who 
had the political consistency and courage 
to denounce and vote against the reso- 
lutions. It is to be hoped that other 
ex-Confederates with Whig antecedents— 
remembering when Mangum and Stanley, 
of North Carolina, Stephens aud Dawson, of 
Georgia, Bell and Gentry, of Tennessee, More- 
head aod Metcaif, of Kentucky, and Clayton, of 
Delaware, stood shoulder to shoulder in Con- 
gress in supporting all good and opposing all 
bad measures—will emancipate themselves. 

But it is not in a party aspect that Mr. Pot- 
ter’s revolutionary movement is most to be 
dreaded. There is imminent danger that this 
movement may stimulate other bad elements 
Into overt action. Communists, Trades- 
Unionists, Agrarians, and Repudiators stand at 
rest waiting their opporrunity. There is too 
much reason to apprehend that Mr. Potter 
has given these bad elements their long- 
hoped-for opportunity. There seemed just now 
gleams of hope that business would revive. 
The unemployed and the destitute were be- 
ginning to look for better times. They have 
endured privation with exempiary patience. 
But there is a point beyond which ! Endurance 
ceases to be a virtue.“ Whenever that point is 
reached, and the Communists are enabled to 
beguile the really industrious but unemplyyed 
laborers into their organizations, they will be- 
come as dangerous and powerful as they are 
weked and destructive. The atmosphere is 
charged with political electricity. If these ex- 
Plosive trains should be ignited by Mr. Pot ter's 
match, those with whom he is closeiy connected 
will be among the first and largest sufferers.

NEW YORK. 
THE COACHING CLUB.

New Tonk, May 30.—Saturday last was a 
great day iu both a social and fashionable sense. 
The Coaching Club, the pride of New York and 
the envy of all other cities, paraded before the 
admiring eyes ‘of the proud populace, and the 
ladies who beautified the box seats were model 
fashion-plates. Nearly all the coaches carried a 
notably attractive set of possengers, and the 
fair sex was admirably represented. All the 
toilettes worn had been prepared for the occa- 
sion, and so harmonious and beautiful was the 
ensemble that | think each costume must have 
been prepared with reference to its neizhbor. 
Coaching is such a feature in the summer's en- 
joyment at Newport, our resort par excellence, 
that many young ladies who sojourn there have 
costumes prepared exclusively for this delight- 
ful pastime. Considerable latitude they al- 
low themselves in the matter and manner 
of these toilettes, but. very long trains 
and elaborate overskirts are wisely eschewed by 
the happy possessor pro tem of the box seat.

It is of 
fine white chip trimmed with black velyet. The 
brim is edged with white pearl beads, and two 
short, thick white ostrich feathers are tipped 
with tiny seed pearls. The only spot of color 
about this toilette is a bunch of jacqueminot 
roses on the breast and a similar one is placed 
on the side of the little bonnet.
